NEWTON — When the smoke had cleared Monday, Alderman Joseph 
DePasquale had had enough. 

After aldermen had debated a proposed ordinance prohibiting the 
public distribution of promotional cigarettes for close to an hour and a 
half, DePasqaule, a chain-smoker, decided he would make a point. 

“Should the ordinance not be reconsidered,”’ said DePasquale as he 
rose from his chamber seat, ‘I would like to know it’s on record that I 
was the last person in Newton to hand out free cigarettes."’ 

DePasquale proceeded to hand out complimentary packs of 
Marlboro Lights to each of 22 board colleagues. 

“How far are we going to regulate people’s lives,’’ asked DePas- 
quale. ‘‘I think that the board spending so much time on his issue is a 
sham.” 

As DePasquale finished his round of the chamber, Aldermen Rodney 
Barker and Cynthia Creem both screamed that their colleague's ac- 
tions were ‘‘a mockery of the chamber." 

Alderman Robert Tennant followed DePasquale around with a waste 
basket in hand collecting the promotional packs from those aldermen 
who don’t smoke. 

*T really don’t think I’ve convinced anyone to smoke,"’ said DePas- 
quale in answer to Creem, ‘‘I just wanted to make a point.” 

The board voted 19 to 4 in favor of the ban on promotional giveaways.

NEWTON — Despite threats of 
legal action from the tobacco in- 
dustry, the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night approved an 
amended version of an ordinance 
prohibiting the public distribution 
of promotional tobacco products. 


As a result of the 19 to 4 vote, 
Newton has become the first city 
in the Commonwealth and third 
nationwide to enact such a ban. 
The Board of Aldermen first ap- 
proved the ordinance on February 
6 but a move to reconsider the 
item for legal clarification forced 
aldermen to again vote on the 
giveaways. 

Prior to the final vote, aldermen 
voted against sending the or- 
dinance back to the Legislation 
and Rules Committee for recon- 
sideration, 

John MeGlynn Jr., state direc- 
tor of the Tobacco Institute, said 
there is a ‘‘very strong possibility 
there will be legal action’’ on the 
part of the tobacco industry in 
response to last night's vote.

NEWTON CENTRE - A three 
alarm blaze gutted a long Centre 
Street office building Monday 
leaving seven Newton firefighters 
injured and requiring mutual aid 
companies from a number of 
neighboring communities 

The fire took some two hours of 
battling before being brought 
under control, fire officials said. 
Firefighter Richard Learned was 
the first person injured as a result 
of the blaze that gutted the two- 
story structure at 1320 Centre 
Street. Learned was taken to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital's West 
Wing about 10 a.m. and at 4:30 
p.m. was admitted to the 
operating room for hand lacera- 
tions, according to a hospital 
spokesperson 

Six other firefighters, Jack Ken- 


Engine 9, treated for frostbite, 
John Cedrone of Ladder 1, treated 
for an arm injury, John Negrotti 
of Engine 4, treated for a back in- 
jury, Jack Connors of Engine 7, 
treated for a rib injury and Lt. 
Richard Fanning of Engine 9, 
treated for exhaustion, were all 
treated and reieased. 

The blaze is still under in- 
vestigation, according to Fire 
Chief Edward Reilly. The building 
is owned and occupied by Adver- 
tising Agency Assoc Inc. 
G.W.V. Travel Ine. also rent 
space in the building. About 50 
employees and a crew of workers 
on the roof escaped injury 

The first alarm was struck at 
9:41 a.m., according to alarm 
operators, who said they were 
alerted to the blaze by several 
phone calls from employees

The blaze caused a cloud of 
smoke that could be seen several 
miles away. The fire swept rapid 
ly through the building through a 
long, open loft under the roof, ac- 
cording to Captain Carmine 
Tedesco, Water flooded Centre 
Street, which was blocked off by 
Newton Police cruisers at Beacon 
Street and Paul Street

NEWTON — The $1.4 million settlement 
resulting from inadequate design of the 
heating and ventilating tem at Newton 
North High School will be used to reduce the ci- 
ty’s bond debt. 

The Board of Aldermen Monday night voted 
unanimously to use the settlement to pay off 
bond notes for asbestos removal and heating 
and ventilating repairs at the high school, 

Bonds are sold by cities and towns to 
finance expensive long-term capital improve- 
ment projects. Both City Treasurer Theodore 
Scafidi and City Comptroller Lawrence 
Marino have argued that the move will secure 
the city’s AAA credit rating. 

A settlement in the legal dispute that pitted 
the city against several contractors and ar- 
chitects for seven years came in November. A 
city claim for approximately $200,000 against 
two sub-contractors and an $11,000 suit 
brought by a New Hampshire construction 
firm against the city have not yet been settled.

NEWTON Since sabbaticals were wiped 
out of this year’s budget because of tight 
money, the School Committee has urged ‘‘a 
renew ed committment” to staff development. 

For next year, Superintendent Aaron Fink 
has proposed a new $45,000 program of short 
term leaves during the school year for profes- 
sional development. 

“I don’t think any proposal I’ve ever made 
has gotten more enthusiasm out of the staff 
than this proposal right here,"’ Fink stressed 

Neverthele some School Committee 
members questionned the program during 
Saturday budget discussions, especially the 
possible disruption caused by pulling regular 
teachers out of the classroom and replacing 
them with a substitute. 

Sabbaticals, which cost about $78,500 in 1981, 
were given ona half-year, full-pay or full-year 



























at-half-pay bas ‘ink said about 7 to 10 
teachers were awarded sabbaticals each year. 


Fink’s proposal for short term leaves sets 
aside $45,000 for substitute teachers for leaves 
of absence which could range from 1 to 10 
weeks. Applications for short-term leaves 
would be required to demonstrate a product of 
value to the Newton public school. 

Fink said the length of time awarded would 
be suited to each project. 

But, the issue of pulling teachers out of the 
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classroom continued to nag one School Com 
mittee member 


“I need to know what is the nature of the 
thing that we are proposing here,’’ Susan 
Silbey said. “I'm not inclined to vote $45,000 


for substitutes." 

Silbey id she did not see anything about 
the proposal as outlined so far ‘that indeed 
cannot be done during summers and holidays” 
with teachers being paid as an “incentive.” 

Fink cited the example of teachers wanting 
to observe other classes in session as 
something which could only be done during the 
school year. Also, he said, ‘‘Paying a person a 
y in the summer is sometimes more ex- 
pensive than this.” 

“It seems like a reasonable thing to try, at 
least for a year,’’ Ann Berwick said. 

“When you hear from the parents with 
children in the classrooms where the teachers 
are not, you may be inclined to change your 
mind,”’ Silbey said. 

Marcia Mitchell suggested the formation of 
sub-committee to define the program. “I’m 
enthusiastic about it and I want to be able 
to defend it when we need to,”’ she said. 

“To me it is a kind of sabbatical. I think if we 
believe in staff development we can defend it 
on that basis,’’ Leonard Gentile said. 

School Committee Chairperson Nancy Mann 
said discussion of implementing the program 
would ‘‘need to follow passage.”’ 
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| Taking good aim 
on our bad drivers 


| Wow! 
Socko! 
| That’s the gut reaction to what In- 
surance Commissioner Michael Sabbagh 
is intending to do in future dealings with 
high risk drivers who make Massachusetts 
roadways fearful avenues of death and in- 
jury. 

Car operators with poor records, con- 
victed drunk drivers particularly, but also 
the law violators, those at fault in ac- 
cidents, are going to pay through the nose 
in surcharges. Come January, 1983, it’s go- 
ing to be truly expensive for the bad driver 
to threaten fellow citizens. 

Past criticisms here have chided the 
commissioner for being a bit footsie with 
the insurance industry in setting rates. 
With acquiesence of Sabbagh, the insurers 
| got a 14.5 percent hike which was better 

than the analysis by Attorney General 
! Bellotti declared more equitable. 

Here again, in the commissioner's 
altered risk penalty formula, it could well 
be the underwriters will make out like ban- 
dits. This is where we’d like to see some 
detached, non-industry input and a more 
objective viewpoint on what takes place 
than is presently possible. The foxes are 
definitely in charge of the chicken coop. 

All reservations aside, however, we fully 
support the aims of Commissioner Sab- 
bagh in making the privilege of operating 
a vehicle so high for faulty driving it will 
discourage or disqualify the high risk ele- 
; ment. 

Until now, drivers in the high-risk pool 
have been charged the same premiums as 
all others. This would change to a selective 
premium schedule based on performance. 
A 1978 clause in the auto insurance law 
would be implemented to permit what is 
called surcharge reinsurance on risk ap- 
plicants. 


Finally, the commissioner wants to 
sharply increase surcharges as they are 
‘now scheduled under the Merit Rating 
system. First-offense surcharge levies 
would go up 50 percent, repeat convictions 
on drunken driving to $1,000 per. Retroac- 
tive application might find some drivers 
billed for $1,500 or more. 


Recommendations come from a Rein- 
surance Facility Board representing the 
industry and brokers appointed by Sab- 
bagh. This is highly exclusive company, 
with a high degree of self interest. So long 
as public safety is bolstered and the revi- 
sions work toward rewarding the good 
drivers with a better shake on premium 
costs, we have no quarrel. 


Along about June, the Facility’s 
spokesman reports, a look at the full 
package will be available for public hear- 
ing review. Consumer advocacy groups 
| should be watching carefully the means by 
which benefits will be returned.

“His work on the Banking, Finance and Urban

Operations and Judiciary Committees, has been 
exceptional,’ the committee said in a press 
release.

Offering a‘1 percent’ solution 


To the editor: 

The advent of Reagonomics has left many 
areas of need on the American socio-economic 
scene without capacity for survival. The new 
federalism replaces a commitment to fund basic 
human needs with a transfer to state and local 
governments at a time of financial shortfall in 
most states. The only solution for many will be 
an awakening of the conscience and a call to

And if you lose your ap- 
peal there's always one more option - RUN FOR 
MAYOR AND LOSE - then you and your house 
can also disappear from the tax rolls.

Strange duck in Washington 


‘To the editor; 

A United Press International press release of 
Feb. 24 from Lawrence, Kansas runs as follows: 
‘Move over Daffy, Donald, Huey, Louie and 
Dewey - a new species of duck has been 
discovered. It's white-headed, stocky and can't 
fly but it can ‘steam’. The discovery of the 
whiteheaded, flightless steamer duck in Argen- 
tina was announced in the Noy. 25 issue of the 
University of Kansas Museum's Occasional 
Papers.” 

Yet, contrary to scientific opinion it may well 
be that a single member of this species known for 
its white-headed stocky form, inability to fly but 
with power to steam has been observed in a 
number of plaes in this country for many years, 
particularly in Washington, D.C.

Man appeals verdict 
in personal injury case

NEWTON —.A former Newton resident charged with driving under 
the influence of alcohol and leaving the scene after personal injury 
was found guilty on both charges last week in Newton District Court 
and is appealing a court decision. 

Judge Monte Basbas sentenced Jonathan Earthrowl,24, of West 
Roxbury, formerly of Newton Centre, to 60 days in the county house 
of correction to be served and one year suspended which will be 
served concurrently for each of the charges. 

Earthwal was arrested by Newton Police Officer Frank Gorgone 
at 7:14 p.m, on Jan. 28. According to police, Earthrowl was driving 
east on Beacon Street when he struck a 62-year-old man in front of 
the Newton Centre Cinema. Arnold Paris, of 100 Columbia St., 
Brookline, was rushed to Newton-Wellesley Hospital where he was 
treated for a fractured skull and head lacerations. Paris was releas- 
ed a week ago Monday. 

A Boston College student, Susan Erickson, testified for the pro- 
secution, Assistant District Attorney Adrianne Lynch, that she saw 
Earthrowl strike Paris on Jan. 28 and leave the scene of the acci- 
dent. Erickson alerted police to the accident and gave a description 
of the red Ford Maverick that Earthrow] was driving the night he 
was arrested. 

Basbas, after making a finding of guilty, originally sentenced the 
defendent to 30 days in the county house of correction. However, 
after a brief recess, Basbas realized that court papers prepared on 
the case were inaccurate and that the penalty for a guilty verdict on 
leaving the scene after personal injury is at least 60 days in the house 
of correction. When the case resumed in the court room, Basbas told 
the prosecution and defense attorney James Burke that the sentence 
was changed to 60 days. After a brief conference, Burke told the 
court that they would appeal the decision to a six-man jury at the 
Trial Court of Cambridge. 

On Monday, Feb. 22, when the list of cases scheduled for the 
following day in district court was being prepared, court clerks in- 
correctly stated the one of the charges against Earthrow] as leaving 
the scene of an accident, rather than leaving the scene of an accident 
after personal injury. Earthrowl was arrested and arraigned on the 
latter charge as well as operating under the influence of alcohol. The 
record was changed before being posted Tuesday.

On being black and in the 
forefront of Boston TV

OAK HILL When Liz Walker is asked to 
comment on being a black television news 
reporter in a city that has been plagued with 
racial tension, she says it’s too bad people 
focus on racial difference. 

“It’s really stupid. We're on the verge of a 
nuclear holocaust and we don’t like each other 
because of the color of our skin.” 

Walker,30, an evening news co-anchor for 
WBZ-TV’s Eyewitness News show, last week 
talked with students at Newton South High 
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said Walker 

When a black student pressed Walker to say 
whether or not she felt racial tension, she 
responded, ‘‘Yes, I’ve encounterd racial pro- 
blems. But no one’s ever called me a nigger 
At least not to my face." 

One such problem occurred when she was 
asked to cover a story at Harvard, where a 


researcher said he found further evidence that 
blacks are genetically inferior to whites, “I 
really didn't want to do that story,” 





remembers Walker, who won an Emmy in 1978 
for her coverage of the Jonestown tragedy

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School about the the life of a news reporter, 
racial issues and the world of television. 

Walker is an Emmy award-winning 
reporter. She is also black. And for that 
reason, Walker was invited to speak with 
students during the school’s ‘‘Black History 
Week,”’ sponsored by the Enrichment Pro- 
gram. 

About 150 students, including many black 
students, crowded into two classrooms to ques- 
tion Walker about her life as a reporter. 
“What's it like being a black reporter? Do you 
face a lot of discrimination? Do you think 
Boston is a racial city?’’ South students asked 
Walker, who charmed them with her down to 
earth style, wit and sense of humor. 

Walker remembers that when she first came 
to Boston, the media and public were stirring 
because a black would be anchoring the 6 p.m. 
and 11 p.m. editions. 

“When I first came to Boston, the big thing 
in all the newspapers was that I was black,” 
explained Walker. Walker said she didn't 
understand what all the fuss was about. 
However when she joined the show in 1980, 
Walker would be the only black anchoring the 
weekday 6 p.m.and 11 p.m. news program. 

“I did a lot of interviews with newspaper 
reporters who kept asking me what it feels like 
to be black reporter,’’ explained Walker. 
“After a while, I ran out of answers. I told 
them I just got here, I’ve been black and I 
don’t know what to tell you.”’ 

As a result of the racial issue, Walker says 
she felt pressured. But most of the pressure 
comes from the nature of the job, Walker said. 
“It’s a competitive field and there are always 
1000 people who want your job, who want to be 
television news reporters,” said Walker. 

Walker, an Arkansas native who came to 
Boston from San Francisco, where she an- 
chored an early morning program for KRON- 
TV, said being a tv reporter, whether you are 
black or white, is challenging. 

“Television is a demanding and time con- 
suming job. You have to fight and you have to 
struggle to get attention. Survival is the key,” 


City eyes mill site for housing units 


NEWTON — The city’s Planning Depart- 
ment is negotiating with Greenfield’s Sweater- 
ville Old Colony Knitting Mills to buy its 2.2- 
acre site for 51 units of elderly and low-income 
housing.

According to Quatrale, NCDA awaits com- 
pletion of commercial property revaluation 
before negotiating a price with Sweaterville.

“It's really genuine,’’ Walker responded, as 
she told students that the news team is always 
cracking jokes. ‘I particularly like Bob Lobel. 
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He just makes me LAUGH. And Jack 
WIlliams can be very funny too... Then Bruce 
will make these comments that are 


somewhere out in left field and we all just look 
at each other laughing...” 

Walker also joked about a story she did in 
Sommerville, an event she didn’t want to 
cover, ‘‘But my photographer wanted to cover 
it,” said Walker. Walker said she found herself 
in Sommerville where bullets were flying out 
of a tavern, dogs biting her ankles, police 
spraying tear gas and all she wanted was, ‘‘To 
GET ME OUT of Sommerville!"’

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27 teaching jobs may 
be cut from the budget

NEWTON — Based upon a con 
tinuing decline in enrollment, the 
Newton schools may cut 27 
teaching positions next year. 

In the recommended $39.2 
million budget for next year, a 4 
percent increase over last year, 
Superintendent Aaron Fink calls 
for the reduction of 26.75 teacher 
and specialist positions due to 
declining enrollment 

Yet, salaries for teachers and 
specialists, the largest single ac 
count in the budget, is projected to 
increase from $15.8 million to 
more than $16.3 million for next 
year. This 3.6 percent increase 
provides for negotiated salary in- 
creases for the recommended 
total of 634.40 positions in this 
category system-wide. 

“We've come within one per- 
cent of our projection on this ac- 
count every year,’ Fink said at 
budget discussions Saturday at 
the Education Center at 100 
Walnut St. 

Fink recommends cutbacks of 
10 teacher positions at the elemen- 
tary school level, 16.25 secondary 
school teachers and a .5 junior 
high English specialist. 

According to Fink, since 1976, 
the first year of school consolida- 
tion, ‘‘we've been able to reduce 
(the total) staff virtually parallel 
to declining enrollment.” 

Projected total enrollment for 
1983 is 11,045 students compared 
with 17,812 in 1971. 

Out of the total recommended 
reduction of 16.25 positions at the 
secondary schools, a cutback of 
6.8 teacher positions is recom- 
mended for North High and five 
for South High. Fink maintained 
that despite this reduction, pupil- 
teacher ratios will remain the 
same at both high schools, 








although North will actually drop 
from 17.3 to 16.5 

The specific teaching positions 
which are targeted for reductions 
at North High are one math 
teacher, two social studies 
teachers, one foreign language, 
two English teachers and a .8 art 
teacher. One position is recom- 
mended reduced from English, 
foreign language, math, science 
and social studies at South High 

Teacher position reductions 
projected at the elementary 
school level are 2.5 at Franklin, 
1,5 at Ward, Bowen and Cabot, 1 
at Pierce and Underwood ant .5 
cuts at Burr, Countryside, Horace 
Mann and Williams 

According to Fink, pupil- 
teacher ratios at the elementary 
level will go down from 23.1 in 
1981-1982 to 22.9 for next year. The 
average class size is also pro- 
jected to drop from 22,5 to 22. 

At the junior high level, staffing 
cuts are being recommended at 
Brown and Warren (where phas- 
ed closing will begin next year), 
while increases are projected for 
Bigelow and Day Junior High as a 
result of the phased closing of 
Warren. 

Warren, which will close in 
June 1983 when North High 
becomes a four-year high school, 
will begin its shutdown next year 
with 7th graders from the district 
going to Day Junior High. 

Fink said pupil-teacher ratios at 
the junior high level are expected 
to increase slightly from 14.5 to 
14.6 with a rise in average class 
size from 22.1 to 22.3. 

Last year, 75.93 teacher and 
specialist positions were cut 
because of fiscal constraints, 
although included in this figure 
were adjustments for declining 
enrollment and the closing of 
Weeks Junior High. 








Cong. Frank praises

More than a year ago, soon 
after Frank entered Congress, the 
commission wrote him to point 
out “the grave error the United 
States was making by allying 
itself militarily with the junta in 
control of El Salvador,”’ Frank 
said. 


“Last week...the commission 
added its voice once again to the 
list of those calling for the 
American government to abandon 
our c urrent mistaken policy and 
to work instead for a negotiated s 
ettlement to this civil war,” the 
Fourth District lawmaker added.

‘he 1,700 percent increase in his assessment represents a doubling of 
McAuliffe’s monthly tax rate from $65 to more than $135. City assessors 
have maintained that the average assessment has increased between 
700 and 800 percent under revaluation. The jump was accompanied by a 
drop in the tax rate from $177 to $22.10 per $1,000 of market value. 

McAuliffe was one of 8,100 residents who set up informal hearings 
with the firm conducting the accelerated revaluation. This figure is 
about twice as many as originally predicted by Thomas Polzella, the 
project manager for Finnegan Associates.

$39M school costs 
win initial approval

NEWTON The School Committee gave initial ‘straw vote" ap- 
proval to a more than $39.1 million budget Monday night, voting 
miniscule cuts which will not significantly reduce the four percent in- 
crease over this year, 

The proposed budget would result in the elimination of 27 teachers’ 
positions and about six full and part-time staff and teacher aides as the 
result of declining enrollment. Unlike city departments, the budget in- 

se includes money for anticipated wage increases, 

Current salaries for regular instruction teachers alone (excluding 
special and bilingual education) amount to about $15.8 million. An in- 
crease of nearly $567,000 was approved for this account despite the 
teacher cutbacks. 

The slight decrease of $120,000 from the recommended $39.2 million 
current budget met with disfavor from Mayor Theodore Mann, who has 
asked all city departments to cut back 4.5 percent. 

The proposed $39,151,846 budget received support from all School 
Committee members on major items within the budget, Mayor Mann

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Legislators flunk tax group test 


(But they’re still satisfied)

NEWTON The city's three state representatives, who scored 
among the lowest in the state on a voting report card compiled by Pro- 
position 242 supporters, are criticizing the ratings and defending their 
legislative records. 

Although the tax cutting measure in November 1980 was approved 
by a 3 to 2 vote throughout the state, the referendum was defeated in 
Newton by a slim margin. 

Rep, David Cohen (D), who received the lowest rating of Newton's 
representatives, countered with his record of cutting waste in state 
government and support of increased local aid. 


‘In the legislature, | have tried to be a reasonable and responsible 
voice for economy in government,” said Cohen, who received a 13% 
score out of a possible 100%, “I believe the best way to do this is by 
economizing on the state level and sending additional monies back in 
local aid.” Cohen received a 19% rating 

The ratings were based on 16 votes selected by Citizens for Limited 
Taxation (CLT), the sponsor of Proposition 2%. The votes included 
caps or limited overrides, resolutions for local aid and a resolution for a 
balanced federal budget. The ratings are the percentage of “‘pro-CL'T”’ 
votes on the 16 roll calls. 

Cohen said, ‘I think my overall record of rooting out waste and ineffi- 
ciency in specific areas and passing on the savings to cities and towns 
indicates my commitment to delivering services at the most effective 
level.” 

Cohen, who has repeatedly battled for MBTA reforms and service 
improvements, said that local governing bodies should have the option 
to override the tax cutting measure. 

“I do think the services ought to be given,” he added. 

Rep. Susan Schur (D), who received a 19% score, called the ratings 
by CLT “presumptuous.” 

“The legislature had over 700 roll-call voles and CLT has picked out 
16 and determined they are pro-taxpayer votes,” said the freshmen 
representative. “In 700 roll calls, there are many, many more in 
dicative of a representative's votes for taxpayers.” 


“I think it’s presumptuous that votes against their position mean a 
legislator has not voted in favor of the taxpayer,” said Schur, ‘I think 
have voted in the best interests of the taxpayers

Rep, Joseph DeNucei (D-Newton-Waltham), chairman of the House 
Committee on Human Services who also tallied only 19% approval on 
salled the CLT rating ‘misleading and unfair 

i stressed that several of the votes used by CLT were resolu- 
tions for increased local aid with no funding source. 

“I was doing my job as a conscientious legislator and particularly 
chairman of the Human Services Committee,"’ said DeNucci.

School board names new North principal 


NEWTON Cambridge School 
administrator Marya Levenson 
recently won approval from the 
School Committee to take over as 
principal at Newton North High 
School. Levenson, who replaces

The School Committee strongly

St. Jean's will close 


NONANTUM — St. Jean's school, 
the last parochial school in 
Newton, will close its doors at the 
end of this school year. 

Despite efforts by parents to 
boost enrollment and fundraising, 
the large debt carried by the 
school and the burden on the 
parish prompted archdiocese Car- 
dinal Humberto Medeiros to give 
the final approval for the school to 
close at the end of June. 

The news was announced by the 
pastor of St. Jean’s, Father Fran- 
cis LeBrun, from the pulpit during 
Sunday services. 

“Everybody's really upset,” 
Diane Donnellan, chairperson of 
St. Jean’s School Board, said. 
“There’s nothing that can be 
done.” 

Charlotte Dooling, vice- 
principal of the 55-year-old school, 
said, ‘‘There is naturally is some 
sadness involved (for the school 
staff), but it’s not the kind of mood 
that will prevent people from do- 
ing what they would normally do 
for the children.”

Although Levenson said she was 
“‘disconcerted”’ that there was not 
a math requirement for gradua- 
tion, she said, ‘‘It is my strong 
feeling that part of what happens 
in high school is that students 
have to learn to develop respon- 
sibility and to deal with options.””

Chief warns about purse snatchings 


NEWTON — Arash of purse snat- 
chings in recent weeks has pro- 
mpted the Police Department to 
beef up patrols on the south side of 
the city. 

Since the beginning of 
February, there have been nine 
purse thefts, seven of which have 
occurred in the Newton Centre, 
Newton Highlands, and Chestnut 
Hill areas. The thefts have 
“generally occurred’’ during the 
early evening hours between 6:30 
and 9:30 p.m. 

The increased patrols include 
the use of unmarked police 
cruisers and uniformed 
patrolmen in the areas of the 
Chestnut Hill Mall and Newton 
Centre. 

The police have yet to ap- 
prehend a suspect, according to 
Police Chief William Quinn. He 
said the department has ‘‘some 
leads’’ and was “‘going to get 
them (the thieves)."” 

Quinn said one woman has been 
beaten (not seriously) in the in- 
cidents and four victims have 
been knocked to the ground. The 
single physical assault occurred 
in the mall parking lot and ap- 
pears to be unrelated to the other 
eight incidents. 

“Victims are usually women 
walking alone in the early evening 
hours,”’ said Quinn. The age of the 
female victims have ranged from 
21 to 46 years old.

“Except for the ones (purse 
snatchings) at the mall, I think 
that the others are related,” noted 
Quinn. The incidents outside the 
mall have involved male 
suspects, five of which are black, 
according to Quinn. 

In a statement released to the 
press Quinn suggested that 
women take precautionary 
measures when walking. 

“It’s not an everyday crime in 
Newton,’”’ said Quinn. ‘That 
we've had so many is an unusual 
occurance.” 

Said Barbara Piselli, Police 
Department Crime Analysist: 
“It's not peculiar in that it (purse 
snatchings) never happens. It 
does. It’s peculiar that all of a sud- 
den we have had a lot of them.” 

“It’s not a situation where peo- 
ple should panic,’’ Piselli added. 
“People should be aware when 
they walk on the streets.”’ 

Quinn also asks of women who 
suspect they are being followed 
that they cross the street, change 
direction or seek assistance. If so- 
meone does attempt to steal your 
pocketbook, the department sug- 
gests that you ‘‘do not resist’’ to 
avoid getting ‘‘seriously hurt.”” 

There are 137 police call boxes 
in the city, many of which are 
located next to fire boxes. The ac- 
tivation of a call box alerts the 
station to the vicinity of the crime.

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Parents of Hyde School kids 
urge rebuilding burned unit

NEWTON HIGHLANDS Parents of Hyde Elementary Scoo! 
children are urging city officials to rebuild one of the school's 
buildings, which was destroyed last April ina fire, so that the space can 
again be used as day care space and a general community facility 

A letter explaining the need for a Hyde School Extended Day Pro- 
gram for children was sent recently to the Newton School Committee 
Many parents of Hyde school children have also written Mayor 
Theodore Mann urging the rebuilding of the school. 

“It provides after school care for children of parents who are work 
ing,”’ said Susan Johnson, who wrote the 2-page letter to school com 
mittee members. 

“We are not looking for free space,” said Johnson, who explained 
that parents would rent the school space and pay teacher fees. Johnson 
is a Highlands resident who works full time as an educational specialist 
while her two children attend the Hyde day care program.

The program, with 60 children, is temporarily being held at St. Paul's 
Episcopal Church on Walnut Street, since a fire in April of 1981 
destroyed one of the three Hyde School buildings. 

Though the city has received the insurance money, school officials 
are still debating whether to rebuild the old structure. 

Johnson and other Hyde parents are urging officials to rebuild the 
school so space will be available for an afterschool program. The facili- 
ty, they stress, can also open for general community use when the 
afternoon program is out of session. 

For four years, the Hyde Extended Day Program was held inside the 
now boarded-up building. Following the fire, the program moved tem- 
porarily into the Congregational Church in Newton Highlands and then, 
last fall, into St. Paul’s. Children who attended regular Hyde School 
classes in the old building were shuffled into the remaining two 
buildings, which survived the fire. 

In addition to rental fees, parents pay $1.90 per hour per child in the 
program. The fee decreases with each additional child. 

Johnson said the use of a day care program is “an alternative that is 
preferred by those in the program.” She stressed that, if the need for a 
afterschool program is not fulfilled, some parents might take their 
children out of public schools and place them in private schools with 
longer school days. 

“There's a tremendous need for it,’’ explained Martha Richmond, 
who has a child in the program. Richmond, a chemistry professor at 
Suffolk University, said the results of a questionnaire distributed three 
weeks ago throughout the Highlands are evidence that residents want 
an afterschool program. 

“We can insure that there will be steady income to support the facili- 
ty,” said Johnson. “We're hoping that the school committee sees that 
it’s worth it,”’ she added. 

Johnson said that the contractual agreement made with St. Paul's 
Church is only temporary because the church needs the space. 
“There's nothing else available in the Highlands,” said Johnson.

shows mixed views 
NEWTON HIGHLANDS — An architectural firm hired by the city is 
pondering renovation options on a section of the Hyde School damag 
ed by fire last year but residents and merchants of the Highlands 
recently voiced their own ideas about the school's future in a 
community-wide questionnaire 
conducted by the Newton Highlands Neighorhood 
Area Council (NHNAC) concluded that ‘‘most respondents want the 
fire damaged building restored to its original exterior appearance 
and used for school and community purposes,”’ according to a report 
by Hyde School Steering Committee Chairman Tink Gunnoe, which 
was published last week in the NHNAC newsletter 

Surveys were distributed throughout the Highlands by the NHNAC 
with about 13 percent (199) responding 

“While this seems a small figure in absolute terms it represents a 
Teasonably good response rate when compared to community 
surveys in general,’’ Gunnoe said. 

When asked to choose a preferred option for providing educational 
space requested by the School Committee, 54 percent of those 
responding said they wanted to see the fire-damaged portion of the 
building renovated for use as a school or for other community use. 

Some 22 percent of respondents preferred renovation of the 
building strictly as a school while 13 percent said they wanted to see 
an addition built on to the currently used Hyde School buildings 

Asked to name “‘acceptable"'options for Hyde if it were not 
renovated for school use an overwhelming 76 percent of respondents 
said they wanted the building to ‘‘be used and rebuilt to appear, from 
the outside, as it did before the fire.” 

The second preferred option among respondents to the survey 
would be tearing the damaged secton down and using the site for a 
park or play area. Some 49 percent of respondents said that would be 
acceptable. 

Thirty-eight percent of those responding said rebuilding, with ex- 
ternal appearance changes, would be acceptable while 12 percent 
okayed razing of the structure and using the site for public parking, 

On the question of whether or not some uses of the fire damaged 
building would be acceptable if school activities were also housed 
there, 49 percent said community facilities in general would be ac- 
ceptable in a shared use situation. 

Some 35 percent of respondents okayed municipeal services and 
offices while 29 percent said elderly hosuing housing would be accep- 
table in shared usage. Some 28 percent of respondents said sharing 
of space by medical offices and/or health care facilities would by « 
ceptable; 25 percent said non-retail business offices would be okay; 
and 15 percent said family housing would be acceptable. 

Some 52 percent of those surveyed indic 
by the Hyde Extended Day Program w 
cent okayed the PTA Outgrown Shop as 
Twenty percent said use of the school for a senior citizens’ center 
was essential and 19 percent said a Highlands branch library was 
essential. 

Of those who responded to the survey, 47 percent were not parents 
of Hyde School children; 41 percent were parents of children at the 
school; 12 percent were abutters; 5 percent were merchants; and 7 
percent of those who responded did not provide this information. 

The architectural firm of Kubitz and Pepi is currently consider- 
ing, under a specific contract, an addition to the building to ‘provide 
the net educational space requested by the School Committee” and 
total renovation of the building to provide that same net space within 
the exisiting structure. 

The architects are expected to make their recommendation to the 
Design Reveiw Committee within four to six weeks.

Death and taxes 


No one said any of this revaluation was 
going to be fun. 

After all, the person who made up the old 
adage about the two things you can't 
escape - death and taxes - had to face the 
music on both counts long ago. 

But with some 8000 homeowners filing 
for hearings on their tax assessments with 
Finnegan Associates, it looks like a long 
road ahead toward getting this problem of 
100% property valuation on record. 

We can really offer only one suggestion 
in this mess and that is that homeowners 
who want to speak their minds or at least 
share their misery (or delight) with others 
can attend the March 16 hearing at City 
Hall.

For some, it’s hard to understand

Like many working people in this city, he does 
not understand. 

He does not understand why taxes are 
skyrocketing after Proposition 2%, designed to 
reduce property taxes, has been implemented. 

For many in this attractive, wealthy suburb 
paying the tax bill increase is as easy as writing 
another check. Maybe it means one less $300 suit. 
Maybe it means giving up a trip to Florida. 

But for Eugene Paoletti, 80, and others strug- 
gling to live on a fixed incomes, it could mean 
moving out of the city where he has lived, work- 
ed and raised a family. 

He has lived in Newton for 50 years and does 
not know how he will pay the increase. 

Paoletti is one of many angry taxpayers who 
recently received tax tax notices. Paoletti’s tax 
bill will increase by $300. His income will not. 

His wife, Carmela, 76, stood by his side at City 
Hall recently. ‘‘We’ll have to move,” she said. 

“They are a bunch of crooks.’’ snapped her 
husband. 

The bureaucrats, meanwhile, are touting ex- 
emptions - exemptions that are shooting 
downward as assessments shoot up. 

Exemptions that will aid the very, very needy, 
but are laughable for a family struggling in 
Nonantum or a middle class elderly couple. Ex- 
emptions that call for an elderly couple’s gross 
income to be less than $7,000, 

Judith Bocock, a middle aged resident who 
moved to the city in 1976, must pay a $500 in- 
crease. 

“T never thought I'd reach this age and be in 
this much trouble,"’ said Bocock, who lost her job 
as a teacher in the Boston system under Proposi- 
tion 242. “I am going to have to sell that house 
somehow and get out. There is no way I can pay 
that.” 

It is hard to find city officials talking about the 
countless Eugene Paoletti's and Judith Bocock’s 
who will be forced to leave the city. It is much 
easier to talk about banning promotional 
cigarette giveaways on city streets, It is much 
easier to talk about the construction of a new 
park ” 

As the bureaucrats bide their time on political 
nonsense, the city is crumbling. The heart of any 
city is its diversity - its wide spectrum of people. 

With a landmark revaluation that has resulted 
in the assessments for single and two family 
homes jumping 800 percent, Newton may wake 
up to find it has lost that diversity

Short circuit blamed for blaze

NEWTON CENTRE — A faulty electrical 
system has been blamed for the $1 million 
dollar blaze that destroyed the Advertising 
Agency Associates building at 1320 Centre St., 
according to fire officials. 

According to Fire Prevention Captain Car- 
mine Tedesco, a faulty circuit within the elec- 
trical system of the first-floor panel caused the 
sweeping three-alarm blaze. ‘‘It was definitely 
electrical. There’s no question about it,’’ said 
Tedesco of the blaze which spread rapidly 
through the building. 

The fire destroyed the long brick and wood 
structure, temporarily displacing about 90 
employees of the agency and its tenant, 
G.W.V. Travel Incorporated. Both agencies 
have relocated and no employees are 
unemployed as a result of the incident. 

According to an agency spokesman, Adver- 
tising Agency Associate's owner, Allan 
Hackel, has not decided whether or not to 
rebuild on the site. ‘‘We have no idea. It's real- 
ly too soon to tell,’’ said Hackel’s assistant 
Brandie Morris. 

The agency has moved into several offices of 
the National Hardgood Store, located next 
door to the gutted building. All 25 employees of 
the company, which is using the same mailing 
address and telephone number, are working at 
that location. 

Robert Bernard, president of the travel com- 
pany, said he is seeking permanent office 
space in Newton for his company. “I would 
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like to stay in Newton,” ard, a 
Newton resident 

The company’s 40 employees are now work- 
ing at five different locations. Bernard said 15 
people are working at the Great American 
Travel Company, 210 Boylston St., Chestnut 
Hill, using several offices. Others are working 
in Framingham, Natick, Needham and 
Waltham. 

“It’s been business as usual,’’ said Bernard 
said confidently. Howey he stated that it 
would probably take a long time before a per- 
manent location is found 

A private demolition company, South 
Easton Crane, Inc., is cleaning up the debri 
from the building, which was left in a black 
shambles as a result of the blaze. Crewmen 
also removed a chimney which was left stan- 
ding. 

Tedesco said the demolition company will be 
working to clear the site through the end of 
next week. In addition to crew, the insurance 
company hired a salvage group, New Boston 
Recker of Watertown, to recover boxes of sup- 
plies located at the rear of the building and not 
destroyed. 

Tedesco said fire officials and insurance in- 
vestigators would continue to look into the 
faulty electrical system which caused the 
blaze. During the Monday fire, Tedesco 
reported that the flames spread rapidly 
through an open loft under the roof and runn- 
ing the length of the building. He stated yester- 
day that inspectors still have not discovered 
how the blaze traveled from the first floor 
panel.

The residential revaluation, which has 
resulted in assessments skyrocketing from 700 
to 800 percent for single and two family homes, 
has received preliminary certification from 
the state Department of Revenue. 





Under the “‘home rule’’ legislation filed by 
Malec, a homeowner whose estate is valued at 
$40,000 with the first $60,000 of the house ex- 
cluded, will be allowed to take advantage of 
the exemption. A hearing on the amendment is 
scheduled for tonight before the Legislation 
and Rules Committee, The exemption, approv- 
ed in the state legislature, was filed by Rep. 
Joseph DeNucci (D-Newton-Waltham).

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Differing views on lunch 
funding in local schools

NEWTON A $157,000 deficit is anticipated 
this year for the lunch and breakfast program 


in the Newton schools, a subsidy the School 
Committee ‘feels strongly"’ it wants to reduce 
to zero 

Last year during budget discussions, the 


committee decided to make changes in the 
food program in hopes of reducing the subsidy 
largely through price increases for fully-paid 
lunches whose average actual cost to the 
schools is $1.33 a meal. The elementary pro- 
gram also went from hot to cold lunches with 
considerable savings 





But it appears that the price increases are 
driving many students away. The committee's 
consensus was that participation would fall 
even further and the deficit would grow if 
prices were increased over the current 90 
cents at the secondary level and 70 cents at the 
elementary level 


At a recent School Committee meeting a hir 
ing freeze was unanimously approved for 
cafeteria staff in the secondary schools. Other 
measures such as staff reductions and/or us- 
ing an outside vendor next year are 
possibilities 











Experimentations with heavy use of more 
popular menus for the remainder of the year 
and with a la carte offerings are being studied 
A consultant is also being contacted for a free 
initial analysis of the overall food program.

Robards says the pay for all part-time per- 
sonnel as well as full-time cafeteria helpers 
ranges from $: n hour the first year to $5.07 
after five years. The starting hourly rate for 
cooks is $4.85 with $5.51 as the top pay after 
five years. Cafeteria managers can make $6.65 
an hour after five years.

manage elementary classrooms on a

There are also 17 lunch managers for 
Newton's 17 elementary schools with a 15-hour 
work week whose job is to collect money, ar 
range for substitutes (or fill in themselves) 
and manage the program at their school. Their 
pay scale ranges from $5.39 an hour the first 
year to $6.97 the seventh year 

According to projections for next year, the 
cost of the lunch managers and 75.5 atten- 
dants, despite the reduction of two positions, 
will increase 5.1 percent to about $174,000 due 
to projected salary increase 

Robards emphasizes that these people do not 
prepare any food, but only supervise the pro- 
gram 

According to Roy Cornelius, an additional 
labor cost of the elementary program is for 
food handlers at approximately $36,000

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NEWTON — Victoria Bond, a 
composer and conductor and a 
woman of many ‘“‘firsts,"’ will 
be the guest conductor of the 
Newton Symphony Orchestra 
in its third subscziption concert 
on Sunday evening, March 14, 
at 8p.m., in Brown Junior High 
School auditorium. 


In 1978, Victoria Bond 
became the first woman ap- 
pointed to the conducting staff 
of the Pittsburgh Symphony 
Orchestra. The following year, 
she was named their Exx- 
on/Arts Endowment Con- 
ductor, the first woman to be 
placed as an Exxon Conductor 
with a major symphony or- 
chestra. In addition to holding

Symphony and the New 
Amsterdam Symphony Or- 
chestra. 


Maestra Bond has appeared 
as guest conductor with some 
of America’s leading or- 
chestras, including Pittsburgh, 
Houston, Buffalo, and the 
Aspen Music Festival.

Born in Los Angeles, her 
family moved to New York City 
were she began improvising 
and composing well before her 
formal training. Her musical 
world began at home, with her 
father, a physician, a profes- 
sional singer with the New 
York City Opera, and her 
mother a concert pianist. While 
in New York, Bond studied at 
the Mannes School, and later 
studied piano with Nadia 
Reisenberg. When her family 
returned to Los Angeles, she

Tigers halted in semis, 52-42

The Newton North girls’ basket- 
ball team was eliminated from 
the MIAA Division I South Sec-

The defending state champions 
were ousted by Suburban League 
rival Quincy 42, at the Oliver 
Ames High Gym in the semi-final 
round of the tournament.

The Presidents, who will play

Four of the comparables to which McAuliffe’s home was compared 
were located on Duxbury Road in Newton Centre; Beacon Street in 
Waban; Walter Street in Newton Centre; Parker Street in Newton Cen 
tre. The homes ranged in value from $79,900 to $84,400. 

“He's got everything here,’ commented Alderman Dominic Taglien- 
ti of the Walter Street house. ‘That poor (expletive) has nothing.” 

“I don’t know where they got the figures,’’ Taglienti said. ‘I am real- 
ly disappointed." 

Polzella said usually the high and low end of the values were 
“hardest to locate” as far as comparables were concerned 

‘It’s a mass appraisal,"’ said Polzella. ‘It’s mathematically impossi 
ble to find five similar homes for every property in Newton.’ 

Residents received the five comparable sales figures of homes that 
were sold from 1978 to 1980 at the informal hearings. These values aid- 
ed in the determination of the new assessments. 

‘We spent seven years trying to duck revaluation because we 
couldn’t find anyone who was suitable for the mayor,’’ charged 
Taglienti. ‘They didn’t want it because it didn’t treat Ward 8 right. 

In 1974, aldermen dismissed a citywide revaluation by the firm Cole- 
Layer-Trumble (CLT) after a taxpayers’ suit was brought against the 
city. Taglienti has maintained that the C report with 35 percent add- 
ed on for inflation would represent the correct values 

“The assessments of Wards 7 and 8 pumped up the value of every 
home in the city id Taglienti. ‘‘They're undervalued.” 

Newton's revaluation, which was mandated by a state law requiring 
all communities to bring real estate up to 100 percent full and fair 
market value, is expected to adjust past inequities in the city’s taxation 
of residential property. 

Therefore, owners of older homes, which in most cases have been far 
undervalued, face higher property taxes while the owners of newer 
homes have had their taxes adjusted downwards. 

Polzella said the four major factors used to determine comparable 
homes are: 1. location, 2. house style (Cape Cod, Colonial, Vic- 
torian,..etc) size, 4. age. 

A broad range of additional factors used to determine a house's value 
includes the number of bathrooms, fireplace, garage, and quality of the 
house. 

“We're not going to set a value on a house to force the guy in,"’ said 
Polzella. ‘‘No matter what they get, they don’t think we look at loca- 
tion.”’ 

Polzella said one of the reasons for the large number of hearing re- 
quests is the large elderly population in Newton. Of the 8,100 hearings, 
he estimates 2,500 are senior citizens. According to a 1980 census 
figures, more than 18 percent of the city population residing in 
households are 60 or older. 

He estimated that about 2,000 residents wanted explanations on how 
the home value was calculated and approximately 2,000 homeowners 
wanted to check the informational data on the property.

The total amount of cuts approved Monday 
night at the meeting was $133,287, but $12,501 
in increases were voted as well 

The largest cut was in the revolving food ser 
vices account which the School Committee 
voted to fund at $100,000 instead of the recom 
mended $199,336. 

The committee strongly supports making 
the lunch and breakfast program = self 
supporting and is considering options for next 
year which include hiring a consultant or go 
ing to an outside vendor 

The committee and Mayor Mann were 
united in support of Superintendent Aaron 
Fink’s proposal to initiate a short term leave 
option to boost staff development in light of the 
elimination of sabbaticals this year. However, 
the funds were cut in half to $22,500 because of 
concerns by some committee members about 
disruption during the school year 

Ricles moved to fund the short term leaves 
(an account which provides for substitute 
teacher pay) at half the recommended level 
and “‘experiment with a pilot program at that 
level.”’ 

**May I say I'm not upset t ne reduction 
in this (short term leaves ink said. “‘I 
think it’s going to take some time to get it 
underway, but the idea is worth pursuing.” 

Marcia Mitchell urged cutbacks in recom 
mendations for new and replacement equip- 
ment, accounts which together total almost 
$188,000. 

“My overall impression is that in these 
times we can surely do better than this,”’ she 
said. 

Mitchell moved that the accounts be combin- 
ed, level-funded and then increased by 5 per- 
cent. The motion was voted down 7-2 with Mit- 
chell and Mayor Mann in the minority. 

“IT won't support this,’” Ann Berwick said. ‘I 
think that one of the places the schools have 
most severely felt the effects of 2 '» and tax 
caps is in these accounts.” 

Other approved cuts Monday night 
*Susan Silbey’s motion to cut the telephone 
bills of the schools by $5,000 passed 
unanimously.

Special ed costs could rise 5%

NEWTON The cost of special education 
for the Newton schools continues to rise and is 
expected to reach over $4.4 million next year, 
up 5.1 percent 


Out of the recommended $39.2 million 
recommended school budget for next year, an 
increase of 4 percent, the total increase in the 
special ed account is projected at $215,560 


Although Newton continues to develop its 
own programs and collaboratives with 
neighboring communities to bring back 
special needs students from expensive private 
residential and day programs, the cost of these 
private tuitions will hit more than $1.1 million 
next year. 


Private tuitions, which are projected to in 
crease by about $53,000, currently provide 90 
Newton residents with severe and multiple 
handicaps with an educational program which 
cannot be provided by the Newton schools. 


Since Chapter 766 
Massachusetts in 1974, the provision of ser- 
vices to emotionally, mentally or physically 
handicapped children has been the respon- 
sibility of local school systems. When public 
school programs are deemed inappropriate 
for the needs of a particular child, the law 
makes private placements the responsibility 
of the local schools as well

Tuition for students with severe and multi- 
ple handicaps which require intensive special 
ed private day programs averages $8,500 a 
year, while residential programs can run as 
high as $39,000 a year. 

According to Dr. John Cullinane, director of 
Pupil Personnel Services and Special Educa- 
tion, Newton is successfully developing more

Cullinane estimates Newton average per 
pupil costs at $2,000 to $3,000 less than private 
school tuition costs 

At a special budget meeting Thursday night 
at Bigelow Junior High, Cullinane told the 
School Committee that declining enrollment in 
special education has “‘parelleled”’ the overall 
decline in enrollment in the Newton schools 
As a result, Cullinane is recommending for 
next year the reduction of one special educa- 
tion teacher position as well as 0.3 psychologist 
and 0.2 social worker 






Despite the elimination of one teaching posi- 
tion, projected salary increases will hike the 
special ed teacher salaries account to over $1.1 
million, up 5.8 percent 





The cutback of one teaching position was 
from the current 39.5 special needs teachers 
Also included in this account is one math lear 
ning disability teacher and 6.9 speech 
therapists. 





Although the number of teacher aides for 
special ed (16.96) will not increase, projected 
salary hikes for aides are amount to a 10.2 per- 
cent increase over the current $135,835. 


The School Department is recommending a 
7 percent increase in funds for special needs 
pupil transportation in anticipation of higher 
costs when the school’s current transporation 
contract expires at the end of this year 


Of the projected nearly $370,000 for next 
year's transporation costs, Cullinane says 
about $150,000 is the cost of state-mandated 
transportation for handicapped adults who are 
served by state programs such as sheltered 
workshops and adult day-care centers

Aldermen Richard Bullwinkle and 
Richard McGrath said the funds should 
be spent on more pressing needs, par- 
ticularly a sewer problem that results in 
flooding on Cherry Street. 

Supporters have argued that funding 
of the project will provide a much need- 
ed recreational facility and make good 
on a promise to Newton residents made 
when the land was purchased in 1970. 
Furthermore, supporters pointed out 
that the ultimate cost to the city for the 
new park will be only $250,000 because of 
reimbursement of $250,000 from the 
federal government. 

“This is a major recreational facili- 
ty,’’ said Alderman Edward Richmond. 
“It is a city wide recreational facility. It 
is something that will be good for us; 
good for our children; and good for our 
children’s children.” 

If the project is was not completed by 
the end of the 1982 construction season, 
the city would have lost the $250,000 
federal matching grant for the project, 
according to city officials. 

Department of Public Works Commis- 
sioner Charles Thomas claimed that the 
city also could have been forced to reim- 
burse the federal government $53,000 in 
acquisition costs if the project was not 
approved. 

Mayor Theodore Mann put construc- 
tion of the new park on hold after the 
passage of Proposition 24 in November 
1980. 

McGrath, who delayed a vote on the 
proposal last week by employing a 
parliamentary procedure, also argued 
that aldermen should make good on a 
promise to residents abutting Newton 
South high school track before funding 
the new park. 

Residents abutting the track, con- 
structed in 1979, were promised land- 
scape buffers that were never put up 
because of cost overruns on the project. 
The Public Facilities Committee has 
given initial approval to $7,000 needed 
for the project. 

Aldermen voting against the new park 
were: Bullwinkle, McGrath, Paul Colet- 
ti, Joseph DePasquale, and Matthew 
Jefferson.

Ambulance company 
“There has been no 
default on my con- 
tract.” 

As a result of 
Lovett’s stand, the 
Aldermanic Public 
Safety Committee 
unanimously re- 
quested all reports 
that have been sub- 
mitted to Mayor 
Theodore Mann, 


Police Chief William 
Quinn and Purchasing 
Agent Blair Kanbar on 
the service, In addi- 


tion, the committee 
voted to conduct 
periodic meetings 


with Lovett. 

Chaulk took over the 
service last August 
after a bitter fight was 
waged by aldermen to 
keep the Fire Depart- 
ment emergency 
operated service. 

In presentation to 
aldermen last year, 
Lovett told aldermen 
that the company did 





not intend to make a 
profit during the first 
several years of 
operation. Many 
aldermen were con- 
cerned about the 
ancial status of the 





The contract with 
Chaulk included a sec- 
tion requiring a writ- 
ten periodic financial 
report. Both Lovett 
and Deputy Mayor 
James Hickey admit 
ted the section was 
deleted recently in 
direct response to a 
request for the report 
by a reporter for The 
Newton Graphic and 
News-Tribune. 

“When it became a 
media issue and for 
whatever reason it 
was going to be put in 
the paper, we really 
didn’t want to,” said 
Lovett.

ayear?” 

“If I make or los 
$30,000 this year, it is 
not going to break the 
company,’' Lovett 











said, The Chaulk 
spokesman also 
stressed that his com- 
pany has posted a per- 
formance bond in the 
city which he said 
would be unattainable 
if the firm was not 
“solvent.” 

All seven aldermen 
on the committee said 
they have not received 
complaints about 
Chaulk’s service, but 
wanted to review the

“Tf you are taking in 
a serious shortfall of 
dollars, there may be 
some skimping going 
on,” said DePasquale, 
noting that Chaulk has 
submitted a bid for $1 
million a year to 
operate in Watertown

“Well show me, Mr 
DePasquale where is 
the skimping?”’ 
demanded Lovett.

Rags to riches auction business 


It pays to ponder the trash

NEWTON - William Doyle wasn’t like other kids his age who rush- 
ed home from school to play. 

Instead, at the age of 10, Doyle spent his spare time scrounging 
around second hand stores and digging through rubbish cans in 
search of old and perhaps valuable items. His youthful obsession 
with old things led to what is now a $24 million a year antique and 
auction business in New York. 

“As a child, I started waiting on Wednesday nights so I could go 
looking through rubbish cans,"’ remembers Doyle, 40, a former 
Newton Corner resident. Now Doyle operates William Doyle 
Galleries, the largest American-owned auction house in the country 

His Manhattan-based firm handles property and estates of well- 
known celebrities and socialites such as Jacqueline Onassis, Bar- 
bara Streisand, Lowell Thomas and William F’. Buckley 


But his start in the auction business wasn't quite so glamorous 
Before he began browsing through celebrity mansions and pen 
thouses, Doyle was rummaging through relatives’ attics, a pasttime 
his mother disliked and tried to discourage 

“Don't give him anything. Don't give him anything,’ Doyle's 
mother pleaded with relatives. In spite of his mother's attempts to 
discourage his habit, William Doyle pursued his hobby 

“T just loved it,’ says Doyle, a Newton High School graduate. “I 
just thought old things were very romantic 

It wasn’t an easy beginning for the sentimental youngster. Doyle 
explains that he was the black sheep of his family. “I was a difficult 
child, more so than the others,"’ Doyle remembers. 

The sixth of nine children from a strict Catholic family, Doyle at- 
tended Sacred Heart grammar school, but was eventually forced to 
leave. ‘‘I was a real hyper kid. I couldn’t sit still," says Doyle, whose 
brothers and sisters continued through Catholic schools. Unlike his 
siblings, who earned doctorates and medical degrees, Doyle drop 
ped out of Boston University after three months and joined the army 
for the three years,

Anger voiced in 1 Upper Falls — 


Assessments termed unfair

NEWTON UPPER FALLS — It has been a long week for officials of 
the firm which conducted revaluation of property in Newton, beginning 
last Thursday when hundreds stormed a school gymnasium to protest 
what they branded unfair assessments. 

In the three-hour forum at the Emerson School, taxpayer after tax- 
payer - some screaming for relief - complained that homes had been 
overassessed in the Upper Falls community. The meeting was marked 
by sporadic outbursts from the large and often unruly crowd. 

A number of taxpayers, many elderly, laughed in disgust when a 
show of hands was requested for a sampling of how many resident's tax 
bills decreased. The large majority of taxpayers polled will face tax 
bill increases of $700 or more. 

Judy Neville, a city school employee, told the crowd that the Acton 
company that conducted revaluation, Finnegan Associates, assessed a 
home she purchased last May for $59,000 at $98,500. 

“I thought they were crazy!” she said of the so-called full and fair 
market value, “It is such an outstanding example of ridiculousness. 
It’s absurd.” 

“How do we get equity and fair treatment?” screamed one resident, 
noting that Upper Falls is a ‘‘unique”’ village. Many in this old mill 





village argued that the age of the homes in the ward, combined with in- 
creasing traffic, the skyscraper like radio towers looming over the 
ward, and the large number of bars and package stores here should 
have resulted in lower values than in other city wards. 

The disgruntled mob from Upper Falls a foreshadowing of the 
wave of angry taxpayers who are likely to attend a public hearing on 
revaluation next Tuesday at City Hall at 7:30 p.m.

the question of access to the names of applicants for public positions 
is “now being litigated’ in a suit filed by former Supervisor 
Frederick Gumbs inst John Duff, chancellor to the state Board of 
Regents of Higher Educaiton. 

In that case Duff reportedly refused to release the names of ap- 
plicants for the top job at the Massachusetts Maritime Academy. 

Igoe said in his letter he had received a number of requests similar 
to the one field filed by The Graphic to force release of applicants’ 
names but he noted, ‘Until the court reaches a decision in this mat- 
ter, I shall not make a determination on your appeal.” 

Fink denied access to the list of names for the job, which will pay 
Levenson $37,894 per year on the grounds that it would violate the 
privacy of applicants and discourage qualified people from apply- 
ing. 

However, in January, 1981, then-Supervisor Gumbs ruled that tax- 
payers hay ight to know the applicants for a municipal job and 
that right overrides any claim to privacy by the candidates. 

“When applying for a government job,’’ Gumbs said, ‘An appli- 
cant should expect public scrutiny of his candidacy. In a sense he is 
asking the public to hire him.” 

Fink eventually recommended Marya Levenson for the job, after 
approval by the 24-member screening committee, which he chaired. 

Levenson’s name was the only one released by the committee. 

On Friday attorney Marianne O’Brien, who has been appointed as 
special counsel to prosecute the court suit initiated by Gumbs, said 
she did not know when the case would come to trial. 

Noting that Igoe had said he would not act on cases in which the 
names of all applicants for a job are requested until settlement of the 
court case, she noted, ‘It certainly will be significant in 
Massachusetts consideirng the increased interest raised concerning 
this issue of privacy of applicants.”

Search was good 
but only to a point 


After months of work the Superintendent 
Search Committee has handed over the 
names of eight people for consideration by 
the School Committee to fill Superinten- 
dent Aaron Fink’s job, upon his retirement 
at the end of this school year. 

Search Committee Chairman Oscar 
Wasserman said word of the job opening 
brought some 110 applications from 
around the country and, in one case, from 
France. 

Public interviews of the candidates 
begin this Saturday, March 20, and that 
will be the public’s first chance to see and 
hear what these people think and how they 
view the prospect of running the Newton 
public schools. 

At this point the members of the search 
committee deserve credit for some long 
hours and serious work. It is that type of 
volunteer work which serves to increase 
public input and make such decisions, at 
least to a point, a democratic process. 

Yet one thing must not be forgotten. In 
spite of Wasserman’s frivolous 
characterization in this week’s Newton 
North High newspaper story about the in- 
terest shown by the press in obtaining the 
names of all applicants for the job, this 
search has not been completely 
unblemished. 

Wasserman has contended throughout 
the process that publication of names of 
applicants in the early stages of the selec- 
tion process discourages those who may be 
most qualified. In fact, he claims that 
several applicants said they would drop 
out if their names were made public prior 
to selection of the semifinalists. 

The Middlesex County District At- 
torney’s office backed him up in that 
assertion in a disappointingly off-handed 
way by saying the search committee could 
go behind closed doors for the early inter- 
views to protect the confidentiality of ap- 
plicants. 

The issue of whether names of all ap- 
plicants for a government job are indeed 
public has been ruled both ways and will 
soon be debated in court in a case involv- 
ing the Massachusetts Maritime 
Academy. 

We continue to maintain that, in spite of 
an attempt at openness in this particular 
case, the public at large is still the 
employer and the public has the right to 
know everyone who has applied.

Participation in cable yet to be seen

City planners predict Newton's local program- 
ming concept for cable TV will set a precedent 
for other communities. Continental Cablevision, 
in its contract with the ci agreed to provide, in 
addition to the company’s regular programming 
budget, a monetary package that will total $1 
million by 1995. These funds, to be handled by a 
private corporation, will be used to sponsor pro- 
gramming by and for Newton residents. Mayor 
Theodore Mann expects these local programm- 
ing dollars will benefit the community educa- 
tionally and culturally. 












According to Barry Canner, head of the city’s 
Planning Department, Newton Cable Television 
Programming Endowment, Inc. will have 
received $300,000 from Continental Cablevision 
by March 12, 1982, and $54,000 annually for the 
next 13 years (the length of the cable contract). 
The endowment corporation presently consists 
of three Mann appointees: Jay Fialkow, Anthony 
Logalbo and Barbara Karas. The corportion by- 
laws call for 21 members and by the first week of 
April, Mayor Mann will make four more appoint- 
ments. The remaining 14 members will be ap- 
poiinted by the educational, business and in- 
stituutional, civic and political organizations of 
the city, with each organization appointing one 
member. All members must be residents of 
Newton. 














The endowment corporation is completely in- 
dependent and has the power to grant funding for 
the production, promotion, or acquisition of pro- 
gramming for the Newton Cable Television 
System. The corporation can also solicit and 
receive funds and property for the above pur- 
poses. Since the endowment is a private corpora- 
tion, it does not have to abide by the state’s open 
Meeting Law. However, representatives of Con- 
tinental Cablevision, as specified in the contract 
with Newton, can attend all endowment 
meetings at which expendituress are decided. 
Furthermore, the endowment trustees will hold 
office for three, four or five-year terms, and asa 
result will not be tied to any one administration. 





These provisions reinforce the autonomy of the 
endowment corporation to act in the best in- 
terests of Newton citizens. According to Barbara 
Karas, the endowment members have spent the 
last year learning about community cable.

local programming that will be of real value to 
Newton subscribers,’’ Mrs. Karas said. 

Grant proposals for use of the endowment are 
now being accepted by the foundation. Deadline 
dates for proposals have been announced as 
February 1 and June 1, 1982. The endowment is 
exected to make its first decision on grant fun- 
ding soon, even before the full board officially 
meets. Although city organizatins and schools 
have received announcements and information 
about the monies available, anyone can apply for 
a grant. The endowment has already received 
about 30 proposals which indicates a strong com- 
munity interest. 

In addition to the grants, Continental also pro- 
vides an annual budget to support local program- 
ming. The first year's budget alloted $75,000. 
When pressed by the Cable Advisory Committee 
to make this budget public information, Con- 
tinental revealed a spending plan of $38,000 for 
staff salaries. A large portion of the remainder 
was for overhead items such as telephone 
($1200), office rental ($8000), power and water 
($1200) and cleaning and hauling ($480). The Ad- 
visory Committee asked if these overhead ex- 
penditures were justified for local programming

Guest conductor brought fine style

Aaron Cohen’s recent ‘Encyclopedia of 
Women Composer” includes Victoria Bond 
among its youngest and most prolific subjects. I 
would like an opportunity to hear some of her 
creative input. Certainly the recreative talent 
displayed Sunday night at the Brown Junior High 
auditorium may be the answer to the Newton 
Symphony Orchestra’s quest for a new music 
director. 


For starters, Ms. Bond conducted the or- 
chestra in Wagner’s Overture to ‘‘The Flying 
Dutchman’’, a reading commanding in its brisk 
momentum, taut rhythm and the fiery en- 
thusiasm of the players (especially horns and 
trombones, though the timpanist, sad to report, 
either missed or whispered an important at- 
tack). While this Overture is often done more 
weightily and rhetorically, one shouldn’t forget 
that the piece isn’t a free standing symphonic 
edifice but merely the entryway to an ensuing 
two and one half hours of grand and wrenching 
music theatre.

Brahms’ “Double” concerto in A Minor, Op. 102.

I wondered if some in the audience found the 
work overly opaque in its sound and windily ef- 
fusive in its emotional gestures. Certainly those 
so reflecting would be remiss to place the major 
blame on present performance. The Brahms 
“Double” is one of those notoriously difficult 
pieces that, in truth, rarely come off, even at the 
hands of world-class virtuosi and ensembles. It is 
on e of music’s many ironies that the far superior 
“Triple” Concerto of Beethoven has become 
almost a cliche scapegoat of many commen- 
tators, while the prevailing opinion holds 
sacrosanct all late Brahms. In any case, the 
Newton performance had its share of ups and 
downs. In the former category, I appreciate 
Bond’s bouncy tempo for the finale (it is a 
Vivace, after all, despite the lamenting bit- 
terness of its tunes). In the latter category, I 
count Knudsen’s unsettled intonations early on, 
though matters improved well into the first 
movement. Patterson's cellor was rich and 
vibrant in tone.

In response, Michael Musen, system 
manager of Continental, at a recent adviso 
meeting, said ‘We will make necessary pro 
sions regardless of the contract.” 

This declaration of good intention is under 
close scrutiny by Roger Lewenberg, Newton 
legal advisor for cable. ““V e taking a lot or 
good faith. The sophisticated population 
Newton supports a good outlook for local pro. 
gramming. If the demand is great, major ad 
justments will have to be made,” said 
Lewenberg 

Continental has since earmarked another 
$10,000 for local programming expenses as a 
demonstration of good faith. Musen feels the in 
ase may be necessary since the public 
response for registration in production trainin; 
has already created a backlog in scheduling 
Continental originally agreed to sponsor a 14 
week training session for interested residents in 
order to provide public access to the color studio 
van, and production equipment. To accomodate 
this overwhelming community interest, Con 
tinental will run two training programs this 
year, with each consisting of eight workshop ses- 
sions covering the operation of cameras, pot 
table equipment, and editing machines 
However, Musen said this present level of in 
terest is not an accurate yardstick by which to 
budget dollars 

‘Our experience is that initial demand i 
usually g} , then dies as the workload re 
quirements for production are explained. The 
additional $10,000 now in the local programming 
budget may be dropped next year...(local pro- 
gramming) is really not part of our business and 
we don’t make any money in it,’’ said Musen. 

















Local programming for cable TV, as envision- 
ed by Newton’s planners, will be funded by Con- 
tinental Cablevision and the endowment cor- 
poration. Whether the dollars generated by these 
sources will be enough to cover Newton's pro- 
gramming needs remains to be seen. Perhaps if 
the city had undertaken a public education pro- 
gram or a community needs study before mak- 
ing its decision, the outcome might be more 
predictable.

March 18: ‘History of America’ 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS — A special treat is in 
store for Newton Art Association members 
and friends when they gather on Thursday 
March 18, at 7:30 p.m. at The Workshop, 72 
Columbus St., Newton Highlands for a lecture- 
painting demonstration on the “History of 
America”’ by Allan Rohan Crite who describes 
himself primarily as a storyteller whose art 
stems from his sense that history is the weav- 
ing together of the strands of stories about peo- 
ple. 

Born in New Jersey, Crite moved to Boston 
when less than a year old, and has lived here 
ever since. He began drawing and painting at 
the age of 4, and now, at 71, still painting, is 
highly regarded in the worlds of art, history, 
religion, and education. Crite’s paintings of 
y life in the South End and Roxbury in 
the ’s and ‘30's are a vital record of a 
vanished era, and may be seen in the collec- 
tions of the Museum of Modern Art in New 
York, Boston’s Museum of Fine Arts, the 
Chicago Art Institute and the Fine Arts Collec- 
tion of the Smithsonian in Washington 

Subsequently, he turned to religious themes. 
He earned his living as an illustrator of 
technical equipement for the U.S. Navy by 
day, painting, and studying at Harvard 
University’s Extension School at night. After 
s, Crite was awarded a degree in 
from Harvard in 1968, and Suffolk 
University awarded him a doctor of 
humanities degree in 1979. 

There is a strong influence of social history 
in his thinking and painting, but he considers 
himself, first and foremost, a storyteller. The 
prevailing influence, dating back to his s 
at the Boston Museum School, is the 
painting of the Coptic and Byzantine s 
Since 1969, he has been developing a history of 
the Americas, a slide-tape series of the 
cultural foundations of this hemisphere, divid- 

















ed into three parts, one each on the indigenous 
Indians, Europeans, and Africans. Included 
are 120 original drawings and paintings. 

Crite says, ‘‘We don’t have a story of white 
people, and black people, and red people, and 
yellow people, and brown people. We just have 
the one story, the story of people, and we're all 
related. And we won't understand ourselves 
until we understand all parts of ourselves.” 
Crite’s painting has essentially been a 
documentary series on black life, first, then 
his drawings and paintings (plus textual 
material) have been documentary works on 
religious literature, and now he is still working 
on the story of man. This Crite considers 
storytelling — and, at age 71, he is still doing it. 

This meeting is open to the public. A fee of $2 
will be assessed non-members. There is no 
charge for members. A social hour, with 
refreshments, will follow the meeting. Emilie 
Sheehan, of Newton, will be hostess for the 
evening.

NEWTON The top officers of the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of Com 
merce have charged that the decision 
to tax commercial, industrial and per 
sonal property (C.I.P. ) at the greatest 


amount allowed by law was 
“political.' 
Both Jim Miller, Chamber presi- 


dent, and Louis Songer, Chamber ex 
ecutive vice-president, made the ac 

cusations Monday after Chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer briefed 
members of the business community 
on the effects of the revaluation at 
Valles Steak House in Chestnut Hill 

Under the classification amend 
ment, passed in 1979 by state 
lawmakers, communities can opt to 
tax businesses up to 150 percent of 
their full and fair market value thus 
allowing a greater shift in the tax 
burden to be picked up the business 
classes. Utilization of classification 
will result in a 10 percent reduction in 
the residential tax burden 

Prior to revaluation, C.1.P., which 
has been over assessed, picked up 29.5 
percent ($21.6 million) of the total tax 
levy of $73.5 million. 

Under revaluation and without 
classification, the C.I.P. levy would 
decrease by 44 percent or $9.5 million 
(to $12.1 million). With full classifica- 
tion, the C.I.P. levy decreases 16.1 
percent or $3.5 million (to $18.1 
million) 

The $3.5 million shift is in turn pick- 
ed up by the residential class 
resulting in an average tax increase 
of $152 for the 22,000 homeowners in 
the city.

“T think you’re going to see many 
more losers than winners in the 
business community,’’ Songer added 
““Only five percent of the land in 
Newton is commercial and industrial 
property. Somewhere along the line a 
political decision is being made.”’ 

The impact notices that have been 
sent to homeowners reflect the full 
implementation of classification. The 
estimated tax rate for C.I.P. is $36.77 
per $1,000 of assessed property value 
compared to $22.10 for residential pro- 
perty value. 





Assessors have claimed that 
residential tax bills would have climb- 
ed $415 on the average without 
classification compared to the $152 
figure. 

According to Songer, of the 98 cities 
and towns in Massachusetts that have 
received preliminary certification 
from the Department of Revenue, 14 
communities have implemented cer- 
tification and just six have done it to 
the maximum amount allowed by 
law.

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The resolution also follows a tough new media policy implemented by 
Chief Assessor Robert Palmer. Under the policy, assessors will only 
answer written questions from reporters. 

The policy states: ‘‘Under no circumstances will spontaneous verbal 
interviews be granted to any of the media.’’ Palmer maintains that the 
new policy is to ‘‘aid our mutual goal to inform the public.” 

However, the chief assessor has still not drafted responses to the first 
series of questions submitted to him by The Newton Graphic and The 
News Tribune on March 9. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, who proposed the resolution, criticized 
both the new policy by the Board of Assessors and city official’s 
to release the Chaulk financial repo: 

McGrath called the new assesso: media policy a ‘‘deliberate at- 
tempt to keep valuable information from the public.’’ He also noted 
that unless critical questions are answered immediately the informa- 
tion is ‘‘useless.”’ 

“There is no excuse for it,’’ asserted McGrath. ‘‘People want this in- 
formation.” 

Alderman Robert Tennant argued that the resolution was un- 
necessary. Tennant said information and public documents would be 
released if asked for in a “‘proper and non-antagonistic”’ manner. 

“I am not trying to defend anybody or castigate anybody,” said 
Alderman Richard Bullwinkle, speaking in favor of the resolution. “I 
do know these things have occurred.” 

Alderman Bruce Carmichael agreed. ‘This is not just one isolated in- 
cident in terms of communication with the the board of aldermen, 
press and city,”’ he said. ‘‘This resolution will probably do nothing to 
sway the administration, but at least it is a statement that we are sick 
and tired of the crap we get when we ask questions.”’

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Newton's Bob Billings 
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Billings nolonger asecret

His is the classic story of the 
unknown walk-on. When Newton's 
Bob Billings chose to attend Mass 
Bay Community College last fall, 
there were hardly any headlines 
hailing the arrival of a saviour to 
their basketball program. No 
television cameras awaited his 
decision as did that of fellow 
1980-81 Suburban League All-Star 
Patrick Ewing at Georgetown. In- 
stead, Billings, one of the finest 
athletes in many years to 
graduate from Newton North, was 
lucky to even be introduced to the 
coach. 

“Bob just walked on the campus 
and tried out. I never talked to 
him until the first day of prac- 
tice," Mass. Bay coach Tom 
St.Cyr sheepishly admitted. 

But people who had seen Bill- 
ings in action told St.Cyr and 
Athletic Director John Cieri that 
he could become one of the best 
players in Mass. Bay history. “I 
myself had never seen him play,” 
says St.Cyr, ‘‘so naturally I was a 
bit skeptical about such 
statements. But now I believe that 
is true.” So does Cieri, who has 
been AD for 15 years. 


Billings’ persistence was a 
blessing to St.Cyr. Without the 
talented freshman, there's no tell 
ing what his first year as coach 
would have been like. With him, 
however, Mass. Bay was able to 
finish a respectable and Bill 
ings, who averaged 26.2 points per 
game, was voted to the first team 
Regional 21 All-Star squad and 
just recently was nominated for 
National Junior College  All- 
American honors 

Billings’ performance should 
not really come as a surprise to 
the folks who watched him play at 
Newton. Last year he averaged 
more than 20 points each time out 
while leading the Tigers to a 13-7 
mark. How important was he to 
coach Jerry Phillips? Well, upon 
his departure, they promptly 
dropped to 1-17 

In his first year at Mass. Bay 
Billings scored 36 points against 
Cape Cod Community College, 35 
against Middlesex Community 
College and went over the 30 
mark four other times. He also

Since the foundation of Youth 
Hockey in Newton 15 years ago, 
Mike has been a pillar of 
strength in the program, both 
on and off the ice. He has par- 
ticipated in countless, dre; 
meetings in smoke-filled rooms 
of parents struggling to 
organize more than 500 boys 
and girls from Kindergarten 
through high school, into more 
than 30 teams. 

Mike could be a pretty tough 
guy to deal with at these 
meetings, as he usually had 
strong views on how things 
should be done, and he was 
seldom shy about expressing 
his opinions. Yet, you always 
knew, no matter how heated or 
confused the discussion, that he 
consistently had only one goal 
in mind and that was to bring 
about the finest program possi- 
ble for the players on the ice 

Unlike many parents who, 
unfortunately, get involved in 
youth sports mainly to satisfy 
some needs of their own egos, 
Mike's Bottom (and only) line 
has been the interests of the 
kids the organization was set 
up to serve. Knowing this has 
always made differing with 
him not only tolerable but 
usually very productive, for the 
end result is usually a better 
decision than could have been 
made in the beginning, 

Mike has probably spent 
more time in cold rinks in the 
past decade than any man in 
Massachusetts, with the possi- 
ble exception of Zamoboni, 
operator at the Boston Garden. 
Although, he didn’t have the 
luxury of going to summer 
hockey schools to learn the 
game S many youngsters do 
these days, he has taught hun- 
dreds of Newton boys and girls 
about the basic tactics and 
strategies of the sport. More 
important, he has conveyed to 
all those players fortunate to 
have had him as head coach or 
instructor a sense of fair play, 
good sportsmanship and dogg 
ed determination, 

Mike was always at his hap- 
piest at the end of a particular- 
ly hard fought game, when 
everyone--players, coaches, 
parents and referees—did their 
absolute best and the score was 
either a Ue or a one goal victory 
for the underdog. These were 
the kinds of games that seemed 
to make it all worthwhile for 
him and he could always be 
counted on to remember even 
the small details, for to him 
and to the players, these games 
were as important as any 
Stanley Cup contest 
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There are those in Newton 
who insist that the image of 
Mike LeConti is really a myth 
and that Mary LeConti has 
really been calling all the shots 
and doing the difficult work for 
Newton Youth Hockey all these 
years. Obviously, only she

a lot of fights playing hockey, 
wouldn't necessarily lose their 
newly braced front teeth, 
wouldn’t have to get up at 4 
a.m, each Sunday, and would 
be getting into a very rewar- 
ding and constructive activity 

I think Mike LeConti nas 
made an enormous contribu- 
tion to the people of Newton in 
the past 15 years. He had (as I 
did) a brief fling at political of- 
fice a few years ago, but I think 
he would agree that helping all 
of these young people in hockey 
has been, in many, many ways 
a more productive use of his 
valuable time than sitting, 
listening to pompous _ politi- 
cians argue interminably about 
things that really didn't make 
that much difference in the 
long run. 

It is tempting to sum it all up 
by ying how much we will 
miss Mike at the rink next 
season. Obviously, everyone in- 
volved in Newton Youth 
Hockey wishes there were two 
or three more LeConti children 
coming along to prompt he and 
Mary to stay on for a few more 
years. Still, his presence will be 
felt strongly throughout the 
organization for a long time, 
for there are many returning 
next fall (and for many falls 
thereafter) who have learned a 
lot from Mike about the true 
meaning of youth sports and 
who will be trying to live up to 
the extremely high standards 
of excellance he has firmly 
established for us. We wish him

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Taking a look back on 
Lions’ Dream Season 


From the very first game, when 
they rose up without the services of 
All-Star center Mike Antonellis and 
till stunned defending Division II 
state champion Wayland High, 1981-82 
was a dream season for the Newton 
South Lions 


The Lions used that victory as a spr- 
ingboard to their finest season in a 
decade, finishing 15-2 in the regular 
campaign and then winning once in 
the MIAA South Sectionals before be 
ing eliminated by eventual titlist 
South Boston

NEWTON — Representative David B. Cohen (D-Newton), a member of 
the Joint Committee on Public Service, announced last week House Bill 
895, which he sponsored, a resolve providing for an investigation and 
study by a special committee relative to the Massachusetts Con- 
tributory Retirement Law, has received a favorable report. As a result 
of this report, Cohen expressed optimism for early action on this mat- 
ter. 

The Special Committee, which would consist of three members of the 
Senate and six members of the House of Representatives, would in- 
vestigate and study the Massachusetts Contributory Retirement Law, 
which presently covers over 150,000 active public employees in 
Massachusetts, together with over 60,000 retired public employees. 

The Committee would investigate and study; The present ad- 
ministrative procedures of the 105 retirement boards; the existing un- 
funded liability of the retirement system; the existing investment pro- 
actices of the retirement system with a view toward encouraging more 
productive investments; eliminating mandatory retirement provi- 
sions; and reviewing the impact of Proposition 2% on the 
Massachusetts public employee retirement systems. 

In a press release, Rep. Cohen said the bill, ‘‘Represents one of the 
most impo t issues which we in the legislature will be dealing with 
this session. The solvency of the Massachusetts public employee retire- 
ment system will have a dramatic impact upon the fiscal stability of 
the commonwealth and the city of Newton during the next ten years 
We in state government msut insure that the system is on a solid finan- 
cial footing.” 

Cohen noted, “Approval by the Public Service Committee of this 
legislation is an essential first step in our beginning the process to 
revamp our public employee retirement system. Serious decisions im- 
pacting the Massachusetts retirement boards and their employees will 
be take up by this legislative committee.” 

Rep. Cohen, who recently worked for the enactment of legislation 
providing for the investment of public employee retirement funds in 
the Massachusetts home mortgage market is hopeful thta more pro- 
grams providing for economic grouwth in Massachusetts would be a 
result of the committee’s work. 

The bill now goes to the House for further action.

Surviving the Holocaust 


On Sept. 1, 1939, the German military machine invaded Poland, 
begining World War II. Over the following two days, Piotrkow, a city of 
50,000 in Western Poland, was heavily bombed, resulting in a large 
number of casualities and the destruction of the city hall, police head- 


quarters, the state bank, post office, and the city water s, 


stem. 





On Tuesday, Sept. 5, German ground troops entered Piotrkow and 
within two hours captured the city. Later that day, the Germans set out 
on a search for some of the 17,000 Jews in the deserted city, found twen- 
ty, including a rabbi, and shot them in cold blood.

NEWTON — Joseph Luchan was 
24-years-old when the Germans 
occupied his home city of 
Piotrkow in 1939, grabbed him 
along with other Jewish men on 
the street, and hurled them onto a 
transport truck heading toward a 
work camp in Lublin. 

Hanna, his wife of 35 years, was 
ll-years-of-age when Germany 
launched its invasion of Poland 
and 15 when she was taken with 
her parents to a Jewish ghetto out- 
side her home town of Sosnowiec. 

For Joseph and Hanna life was 
suddenly transformed from the 
serene to an existence previously 
unimaginable. For each of the 
Luchans, their families, and the 
Jewish population of Europe, life 
became a precarious catwalk bet- 
ween death and a living hell — at 
times much easier to die than to 
struggle with the daily horror of 
life under German-occupation. 

Joseph, 60, was liberated from 
Dachau in April 1945 along with 
60,000- 70,000 Jews. Hanna, 52, 
was found in hiding during that 
spring, along with four female 
friends, ina home in Langendorff 
by American troops. 

That Joseph and Hanna, 
residents of Newton Centre since 
1961, are alive today is a combina- 
tion of strength, willpower and 
luck, Although each of them will 
tell you that it is mostly luck. 

The Luchans are, by their ex- 
perience, a piece of history to be 
examined and studied. Both were 
victims of fate, yet at the same 
time, spared by the fate that 
almost overtook them along with 
their people. 

“It's just a miracle that I’m 
alive,” says Hanna. “If they 


didn’t grab me from the streets, I

it's just a miracle that I'm alive- 








would be dead right now.” 

“Tf the war lasted another year, 
no one (Jews) would be alive,” 
says a saddened Hanna. She lost 
her parents, her brother and 
sister, an uncle, an aunt and two 
cousins in the Holocaust. 

The Luchans, who have two 
sons and one six-year-old grand- 
daughter, came to live in America 
in November, 1949. The two met in 
Kaunitz, Poland in 1947 and mar- 
ried a year later. 

When American troops entered 
the Dachau camp on April 27, 
1945, Joseph had just completed a 
five-week death march from 
Buchenwald. He was one of the 
7,000 survivors of a march which 
had begun with 35,000 people. 

“The Weimark shot about 10,000 
people in the woods,’’ notes 
Joseph, who at 29-years-of-age 
carried just 45 pounds on a 5’3%2”" 
frame when he was liberated. 
“One more week and I would have 
been dead.”’ 

Joseph, whose uncle had moved 
to the United States before the 
war, was awaiting his visa 
number when the war broke out in 
1938. 

“The guys in front had a chance 
to live,’ recounts Joseph of the 
march. ‘Everyone was running to 
the front.”’ 

It was his athletic background 
and his sense that the war was 
coming to an end that pushed him 
beyond his own limits. ‘‘We saw 
machine guns on the ground,’’ he 
recalls. ‘‘They were running. 
Other Germans asked the SS, 


‘Where are you taking these peo- 
ple? We lost the war.’”’ 

‘Mostly people gave up. They 
just laid down in the ditches as if 
they were going to bed and they’d 
shoot us,’’ says Joseph in amaze-

ment. “If you were a little lucky 
and stronger you could walk 
longer.”’ 

“I could see the end,” says 
Joseph of his final days on the 
march. ‘‘The city had been bom- 
barded. The whole day we could 
see US planes overhead. This kept 
me alive.”” 

Between five and six million of 
the 8.3 million Jews in German- 
occupied Europe before 1939, the 
start of the war, were killed by the 
Nazis. Of the five to six million, 
between 62 and 72 percent were 
exterminated. 

Of those Jews killed by the 
Nazis, the Polish Jews sustained 
the worst casualties with an 
estimated 85 percent loss of 
Jewish life. Of the 3,300,000 Polish 
Jews alive before the war, bet- 
ween 300,000 to 500,000 were alive 
when Germany succumbed to 
the allied powers. 

Battlehardened veterans, in- 
ured to the sight and smell of 
death, were sickened by what 
they saw in these pestholes (the 
camps). They could scarcely 
believe their eyes. 

But there was evidence - rows of 
incinerators, gas chambers 
camouflaged as shower rooms, 
thousands of bodies piled up like 
logs, others cast into pits and tren- 
ches. And staggering out to meet 
them were the walking skeletons - 
human beings whose bodies were 
stripped of flesh, their eyes star- 
ing in disbelief, their voices 
hollow, their minds crippled by 
starvation and disease. (The 
Black Book of Polish Jewry by 
Jacob Apensziak). 

“I still remember everything 
they were doing to us,’’ says 
Joseph, with an anger that shoots 
from his lips, more pronounced, 
more violent than his wife's 

After liberation, he was unable 
to locate a single member of his 
family - presumably all dead - ex- 
cept for his father’s brother, 
David, who was living in 
Brookline. 

Hanna was taken from the 
streets of a ghetto outside 
Sosnowiec in 1943 and sent to a 
labor camp in Bulkenhain, Ger- 
many, to weave blankets. She 
would work here for four months 
and then be transported to Marz- 
dof to unload coal, Finally, she 
was sent to a third camp, 
Grunberg, to weave with 1,000 to 
1,500 other girls 

“Every few weeks we would go 
for x-rays to see if our lungs were 

r,’’ recalls Hanna. ‘‘If not, we 
were sent to Auschwitz - the exter- 
mination camp.”’ 

In January, 1945, Hanna joined 
a group of 2,000 Hungarian girls 
on a death march which was to 
last three months. Hanna even- 
tually fled the the group along 
with four friends and found 
shelter in Langendorff. 

“Since I was so young, I had 
some friends who shared with 
me.’’ Hanna says, explaining her 
ability to stay alive. “‘The hope 
that someday I might find my 
family kept me alive too.” About 
300 of the 3,000 girls survived the 
three-month march. 

In early October, 1939, the Ger- 
mans issued an order to erect a 
Jewish ghetto in Piotrkow, the 
first in the occupied areas of 
Poland, Joseph lived with his 
family in the fenced-in ghetto for 
three years when in October, 1942, 
the Germans liquidated Piotrkow 

During his years in the ghetto, 














Joseph was employed in a glass 
factory making lightbulbs for the 
German war front. He remained 
in Piotrkow to work in the factory 
(about 1,800 stayed) until the Ger- 
mans implemented this par- 
ticular phase of the Final Solution 
in 1944, a policy of total exter- 
mination of European Jewry. 

Those who were forced from the 
Piotrkow ghetto in 1942 were sent 
to the death camp at Treblinka for 
extermination. Of the 17,000 Jews 
in Piotrkow at the time of the Ger- 
man invasion in 1939, only 1,400 
survived the Holocaust. 

Of these Jews, about 400 return- 
ed to their home city of Piotrkow 
only to be convinced resettlement 
was impossible. Just one of these 
people is known to have remained 
as of 1979. 

Joseph worked at digging tren- 
ches at a slave labor camp in 
Plaszov, a small town between the 
German and Russian boarders, 
during his initial four-week in- 
ternment in 1939, Left unguarded 
one night, he aped and ran to 
Lublin where he was smuggled in- 
to the Jewish ghetto. The Jewish 
organization then smuggled 
Joseph back to his home town of 
Piotrkow. 








“We didn't know,”’ he recalls. 
“We had no idea they would take 
us. We were watched by the SS 
(Nazi Secret Service) all the 
time,"’ says Joseph of his intern- 
ment. ‘“‘We couldn't run away. 
There were big dogs and 5 
everywhere. It was impossible 

“When we dug these (trenches), 
the Russian border was only a 
couple of feet away,’’ adds 
Joseph. ‘‘Some tried to run, They 
were shot on sight."” 

He tells the story of the 
“illegal” Jews who came out of 
hiding after about 20,000 were 
deported, leaving about 2,000 
“legal’’ Jews in Piotrkow. 

In the winter of 1942, the 
“illegal” Je who avoided 
deportation were taken to the 
town's synagogue where they 
were forced to live for weeks 
without food and water. They 
were eventually marched into 
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Every door was closed to the Jewish people- 


nearby Rakow forest by a joint- 
enforcement team of Germans 
and Ukranians where they dug 
their own graves. 

Five-hundred and sixty Jews 
were shot in Rakow on the night of 
Dec. 19, 1942. The wounded, along 
with the dead, were buried in the 
mass graves. 

“The ground was going up and 
down for three days afterwards. 
They were still alive,’ says 
Joseph, ‘The Polish people told 
us,” 

Notes Hanna: ‘‘The Polish peo- 
ple didn’t want to hide you. The 
Poles were offered incentives to 
find Jewish people.”’ 

“We couldn't have any 
resistence,’’ says Joseph. ‘“‘We 
had no support from anyone. The 
Polish collaborated with them,

We had nowhere to go. Every door 
was Closed to the Jewish people.”’ 

The Luchans traveled to Israel 
last summer for the much- 
publicized reunion of Holocaust 
survivors. Each of the eight- 
thousand Jews at the conference 
also came with a “‘hope”’ that they 
would be reunited with a loved one 
through the computer terminals 
set up at the gathering. 

“It was both a happy and sad 
occasion,’’ says Hanna. ‘There 
were moments that were very 
touching. I can’t describe it.”” 

Neither Joseph nor Hanna 
found a loved one, but Joseph did 
locate a pair of brothers with 
whom he lived in Piotrkow. Han- 
na met one of the four girls with 
whom she had hidden in Langen- 
dorff.

ADL hails legislative efforts 


BOSTON - The New England Of- 
fice of the Anti-Defamation 
League hailed the filing of a bill 
increasing penalties for racially 
or religiously motivated van- 
dalism and harassment filed by 
Representatives David Cohen, 
Susan Schur, Joe DeNucci and 
Sen, Jack Backman recently. 

The bill, which also penalizes 
ethnic intimidation, is part of the 
ADL’s general program of com- 
batting anti-Jewish or racially 
motivated acts through the law.

The program will pay heating bills from $325 
to $750, depending on income for a limited 
number of low-income people with payment 
being made directly to the oil or utility com- 
panies.

NEWTONVILLE - You could call what 
Tony Lupo and his friend, Angelo, do 
“monkey business’’ but that wouldn't be 
quite complete. 

And you could say Lupo and Angelo have 
an equal partnership, but only Angelo has to 
dance. 

The 32-year-old Lupo, of Newtonville, and 
his 18-month-old monkey, Angelo, make up 
“Hurdy Gurdy, Monkey and Me,” a travell- 
ing old-style organ grinder show, complete 
with striped shirts, tricks and music. 

While Tony cranks away on either his 35- 
year-old Italian street piano, or his 140- 
year-old classic hurdy gurdy, Angelo 
pumps the crowd for quarters, plucking 
change from the palms of grinning kids and 
climbing up legs to search the pockets of 
willing adults. 

Lupo, with his broad moustache and col- 
orful striped attire, began the business 
about a year ago. He trained the 18-inch- 
high Angelo, through a system of positive 


rewards, and now the monkey performs 
simple card tricks, a shell game and 
dances, on cue, to the music. 

The pair have performed regularly at 
Quincy Market in Boston, the spring 
festival in Newton, county fairs and private 
parties throughout the region. 

Although the duet brings smiles to crowds 
which gather around whenever they set up, 
Lupo sees the trade as carrying on a tradi- 
tion from the ‘‘old country.” 

Organ grinders came to the United States 
around 1860, Lupo said, to get away from an 
economic depression in Italy. They would 
work the streets with organs and monkeys, 
earning money to send back to support 
families in Italy. 

These days, Lupo said, hurdy gurdy men 
are hard to come by. 

“You've got to search around for one 
these days,’’ he said during a break in a 
Quincy Market performance Friday. ‘This 
is my career. It would be a shame to let 
something like this go. If it wasn’t for 
somebody like me you just wouldn’t see an 
organ grinder around anymore.”

Dog carcasses left at old dump

NEWTON — At least five decom- 
posed dog and cat carcasses have 
been illegally ditched at the 
former Rumford Avenue dump, 
prompting an aldermanic in- 
vestigation into charges of wrong- 
doing against city Department of 
Public Works (DPW) employees. 

Alderman Richard McGrath 
and a resident abutting the land 
fill have charged DPW employees 


dumped the dogs. The animal car- 
casses with a horrible stench - 
several in plastic trash bags - 
have apparently remained strewn 
on the site for four to five months, 

McGrath, chairman of the 
Public Facilties Committee, has 
requested an aldermanic in- 
vestigation into the illegal dump- 
ing and has filed a docket item 
that will be taken up by his com- 
mittee. 

McGrath wants to know how the

Department of Public Works 
Commissioner Charles Thomas 
made a trip to the site Monday 
afternoon with McGrath. As a 
result, the carcasses were 
scheduled to be removed by 
public works employees Tuesday. 

McGrath, who investigated 
reports of the carcasses after 
complaints from constituents, 
claims dogs have been buried in 
the past at the site by city 
employees. 

Thomas said he received com- 
plaints of the carcasses four or 
five months ago and ordered 
several employees to dispose of

The site, which is bounded by

Amesbury. The city spent $500,000 
for a cleanup of the site at that 
ume.

NEWTON — The School Committee is appeal- 
ing to the Massachusetts Supreme Court a re- 
cent lower court decision which granted 
$90,000 in damages to a group of Newton school 
custodians as the result of a five-year court 
battle 

Calling the case “a landmark decision,”’ the 
School Committee is seeking direct review of 
the Superior Court decision by the state 
Supreme Court on the grounds that the case 
sets a precedent in the area of bargaining 
obligations of public-sector officials. 

The suit was brought by the independent 
union which represents the custodians, Local 
454, in July 1976 over the layoffs of seven custo- 
dians due to cutbacks in the school budget. 

\|though the president of the union, Robert 
Robards, has called the length of the suit “a 
crime,’ the case promises to drag on even 
longer with interest on the back-pay set- 
tlements continuing to mount. 

A|though the School Committee's legal brief 
on the case was due March 1, it was granted a 
one-month extension, According to Alan 
McDonald, the Boston attorney representing 
the custodians, the brief for the custodians 
must be submitted within 30 days of the filing 
of the School Committee case

McDonald was originally hopeful that the 
case would be heard ‘‘sometime in the spr- 
ing,”’ but says the extension makes that an 
“impossibility.” 

The long history of the lawsuit includes a 
1978 decision by the state labor commission 
ordering the rehiring of all the custodians as 
well as back-pay hearings. 

In November 1981, the Massachusetts Labor 
Relations Commission awarded $90,000 in 
damages to six of the seven custodians. Seven- 
percent-per-year interest amounting to more 
than $30,000 was included in the sum. 

However, the School Committee appealed to 
Superior Court, which supported earlier fin- 
dings in favor of the custodians, but denied the 
interest payment. 

As a result, the School Committee is appeal- 
ing the entire case, while the custodians are 
appealing for the interest payment as well as 
back pay for the seventh custodian who was

not included in the November labor commis- 
sion decision. 

According to Robards, the union made an of- 
fer to settle for back pay alone earlier in the 
lawsuit, but the School Committee kept ap- 
pealing the case ‘‘so now we're looking at a 
great deal of cash.” 


In its November 1981 decision, the labor 
commission decided in favor of the custodians 
because the School Committee refused five 
years ago to bargain with the union over the 
layoffs. 


“They (the School Committee) did 
everything but bargain with them,’’ McDonald 
said ‘‘It’s in nobody's interest to litigate in the 
long run if you can solve a problem by negotia- 
tion at the outset.”” 


“I think it is fair to say that this is the lead 
case decision by the (state) labor relations 
commission with respect to the duty of a 
municipal employer to bargain over the deci- 
sion to lay employees off and the impact of 
that decision,’’ McDonald said. 


“On the other hand the legal principles in- 
volved and used by the commission in resolv- 
ing the matter in my view are not new at all, 
but are long-standing propositions in both the 
private and public labor sectors,”’ he said. 


Fire station analysis appears unlikely

NEWTON An outside consultant's study on 
the effects of the proposed closing of the Manet 
Road fire station appears to be unlikely as a 
result of a Public Safety Committee vote Mon- 
day against the item. 

The aldermanic committee, which two 
weeks ago requested Mayor Theodore Mann to 
initiate funding for a study on the department, 
thought an in- depth study on the public safety 
impact of the proposed closing could not be 
conducted under the executive department’s 
puidelines 

Deputy Mayor James Hickey informed the 
committee that two consultants, including one 
which had just completed a six-week study of 
the Bosten Fire Department, have told the city 
they could conduct a study on the impact of the 
Manet Road closing on a three-week timetable 
at a cost of $5,000. 

The committee failed to act-on a $10,000 ap- 
propriation request by the mayor submitted in 
response to the original consultant request by 
the Board of Aldermen. The Aldermanic 
Finance Committee voted to hold the item un- 
til the Public Safety Committee moved the re- 
quest. 

“T have mixed up feelings about it,’’ said 
Alderman Richard McGrath of the study. ‘‘I 
don’t know if $10,000 is sufficient.’’ He noted 
that the city spent $40,000 for an overall study 
of the city’s garbage pick-up service a year 
ago and it has yet to be completed.

“TI think the $10,000 request is being used to 
pacify the board,’’ said Alderman Elaine Gen- 
tile. 

“It seems as though the $10,000 is a cosmetic 
answer to the concerns of the committee by 
the administration,’ said McGrath. ‘‘The only 
reasonable thing to do is to postpone the study 
so we can evaluate this properly.”’ 

Fire Union Chief Robert Merullo said if he 
were an alderman, he would ask the mayor to 
come in with a realistic price for an in-depth 
study. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly proposed the 
Manet Road fire station closing in response to 
a directive from Mann that all city depart- 
ments incur a 4.5-percent budget cut in the 
1983 fiscal year. Hickey said during the com- 
mittee meeting that not all departments will 
be forced to incur the requested cuts. 

Hickey and Reilly insisted that the cut was 
made with consideration to public safety and 
not alone as a ‘fiscal decision’’ as several 
aldermen suggested. Reilly did not believe 
there was any necessity to have an in-depth 
study of the fire department.

No boys were involved in the in, 
cident. 

Nine girls were immediately suspended for a day. When they 
returned to school the following day, Seasholes told them they would 
have to talk about the problem or be suspended. Two white girls and 
a black girl refused to discuss the matter, left the building and ex 
changed racial slurs as they departed, according to Seasholes and 
Police Lt. Charles Feeley ; 

“With the facult cooperation, we are planning ongoing discus- 
sions so that we can iron out the girls’ feelings. We're dealing with 
adolescents who can learn to interact with one another,’ said 
Neville. ‘ 

Neville and other school officials, during several lenghthy discus- 
sions with the group, discovered the problem had existed among 
some of the girls since the start of the school year and that for many 
it began when they were students at the former Meadowbrook 
Junior High School, now the Charles E. Brown Junior High School 

As to how the original incident started, Neville and others said the 
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facts were still unclear. Reports that the argument began after a 
white girl asked a group of black gitls for a marijuana pipe inside 
the bathroom were dismissed as the cause because the incident oc- 
curred one week earlier. Also, both groups of girls are saying that 
the other side initiated the situation with harassment, according to 
Seasholes. 

School officials say that other blacks and whites are interacting 
well at the school and that the racial problem is limited to that par- 
ticular group of girls. 

“We're hoping to involve professionals (such as_ school 
psychologists) who are skilled at verbal interaction,”’ said Neville, 
who said the girls involved needed to talk about their problems.

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A rumor of war 
from Washington 


Did you hear the one about the sur- 
vivable nuclear war? 

You know. The story about how 
everybody piles into the family wagon, 
heads up to New Hampshire, stops along 
the roadside, piles dirt over the car and 
waits out the nuclear Holocaust. 

Well that’s the joke out of Washington 
these days and it comes out of some small, 
but influential corners. 

A survivable, limited nuclear ‘‘confron- 
tation.” 

Calling a nuclear war a confrontation is 
like calling World War II a police action. 
And saying such a thing is survivable is 
akin to saying total destruction of a city is 
a good opportunity for urban renewal. 

This weekend, in three churches around 
the city (see Around Newton, page 20) 
Drs.Helen and William Caldicott will be 
speaking on the dangers of nuclear war, as 
they have done time and again. Along with 
their talks will be screenings of the 
Academy Award nominee movie ‘Hight 
Minutes to Midnight,’’ about the horrors of 
nuclear war. 


Helen Caldicott, head of Physicians for 
Social Responsibility, has lectured around 
the world and will, we hope, continue to 
carry her message that nuclear war is un- 
thinkable. 

The only problem, as she points out, is 
that some in Washington seem to be think- 
ing about it. 

To suggest that we can plan and control 
a nuclear war is suicide, plain and simple. 


Dozens of communities in New England, 
including the city of Newton, have voiced 
condemnation of continued nuclear escala- 
tion. The rallying cry for the 1980s is for 
across-the-board nuclear disarmament, 
and discontinuance of nuclear weapons 
development. The call is for a return to 
sanity. 


The nuclear weapon drum beating of the 
Reagan administration could be the 
ultimate downfall of us all. 


Such talk is not far-fetched. And it is no 
longer the ravings of liberals and college 
students. 


It should be a demand from all of us that 
the powers that be take a close look at the 
consequences of their actions.

We can only print what we are told

There is one line from the flick Absence of 
Malice which has stuck with me since my first 
viewing of the film 

It is when Michael Gallagher (Paul Newman), 
an alleged mobster, is confronted by Megan 
Carter (Sally Field), an investigative reporter, 
who is trying to uncover Gallagher’s connections 
to the disapperance of a prominent union leader. 

A poignant Gallagher, fed up with Carter's 
reporting exploits, informs her that she ‘‘doesn’t 
print the truth,’’ but rather, ‘‘what people tell 
her.”’ 

Gallagher had a point. Concerning revaluation 
in this city, we, (the press) have not necessarily 
printed the truth, but what people have told us. 

Reporters are a public resource. They are in 
most cases gatherers of information. We listen, 
ask questions, pry some, and report. 

Concerning revaluation, we have printed what 
we have been told by city officials. We do not 
make up figures, nor do we name the top 
assessor; we print the numbers spoken in our 
presence 

When the Acton firm, Finnegan Associates 
entered into the $600,000 plus contract with the ci- 
ty, we were told that the job would be completed 
in an eight-month time-frame. The press was 
told that the normal period for such an undertak- 
ing was 18 months. 

Robert Finnegan said he was ‘‘confident’’ the 
project could be completed by January 1, 1982. It 
is now March 24 and commercial property has 
yet to be certified. 

The press was told throughout the mayoral 
campaign by Mayor Theodore Mann that one- 
third of the homeowners in the city would face 
higher tax bills, one-third would remain the 
same and the final third would pay lower bills. 
Any look at pre-election rhetoric will bear this 
out.

We were then told by the city assessors that the 
average increase for homeowners would be $150. 
Afterwards, it was indicated to the press that 
12,000 of the city's 22,000 homeowners would face 
increased tax bills of $200 or more. 

Last week, city assessors finally came out with 
a detailed analysis of the effect of the revalua- 
tion on residential property. The data shows that 
75 percent of 22,309 city homeowners will pay in- 
creased tax bills. 

Broken down further, the information reveals 
that 35 percent or 7,762 homeowners will pay in- 
creases of $500 or more. Another 5,931 taxpayers 
will be forced to pay increases of at least $200. 

Yet, in releasing the detailed data, the 
assessors failed to give out a ward by ward 
breakdown of the increases and decreases. The 
information is based on the old ward and 
precinct breakdowns making a ward by ward 
analysis virtually impossible and according to 
Alan Licarie, the City Election Commissioner, 
“like comparing apples and oranges.” 

The press crys foul. The assessors’ data is an 
inadequate response to a question many have 
posed and will continue to want answered. 

All along, we have printed what city officials 
have told us. However, several weeks ago, that 
liberty was placed in jeopardy. 

After the press reported that Harold Brady 
was demoted from the city’s top assessor post 
and replaced by Robert Palmer, we were told 


that the department would no longer answer 
“spontaneous verbal questions’ from the media. 

All questions must now be in writing and a 
written reponse will in turn be prepared by the 
Board of Assessors. 

For radio and television, the statements must 
be submitted prior to the interview with the 
assessing department 

As a result of this crackdown on ‘spontaneous 
questions,”’ it took The Newton Graphic a full 
week to receive answers from a host of questions 
submitted on Tuesday, March 9 

The Board of Assessors by refusing to answer 
these questions from the press, was deliberately 
ignoring the public's right to know. A delay in 
response is in effect censorship. 

The public does not want answers tomorrow or 
next week, They want them today. The depart- 
ment’s new policy is a slap in the public's face, 
not only the media’s 

The press did not demote Brady. His two col- 
leagues voted him out. The press just reported on 
the incident prior to the official announcement 
from the mayor's office. 

We did not make up the numbers given to us. 
Approximately 8,100 citizens have scheduled 
hearings questioning the revaluation figures - 
twice the number originally anticipated. 

The press printed both figures and when the 
final number was announced, printed the an- 
ticipated number beside it. Each figure was at- 
tributed. 

We have reported throughout the revaluation 
process that the average assessment for single 
and two family homes will jump between 700 and 
800 percent. 

The press did not make up these figures. 
However, we cannot swear to their accuracy. 
Like everything else during this revaluation, 
they have been given to us. 

And we have used them in good faith.

Taxpayers’ revolt; fed up with fees

City officials are beginning to feel the force of 
a taxpayer’s revolt. Newton residents are fed up 
with taxes, user fees, license fees and soaring 
property taxes. 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer and Mann ad- 
ministration officials got their first ugly site of 
the throngs of residents protesting the sharp 
assessment and property tax bill increases 
under revaluation at a public hearing last week 
that was canceled because the 1,500 furious tax- 
payers posed a potential safety hazard at City 
Hall. 

The canceled hearing, complete with catcalls 
and frequent outbursts, was a glaring view of the 
widespread taxpayer malaise. 

This all comes in the wake of the first year im- 
plementation of Proposition 2% - the taxpayer 
measure that never took place in Newton and 
most other Massachusetts cities and towns. A 
new law that was designed to reduce property 
taxes by limiting a city or town’s tax levy to 242 
percent of the full and fair market value. 

Sure, Proposition 2% became law. But has 
Newton and other cities and towns really been 
forced to make the disastrous cuts originally 
predicted? 

In this the first year of Proposition 242, the city

of Newton will raise more in revenue than ever 
before. City officials have implemented a wide 
array of measures to circumvent the law. , 
Newton and other cities and towns have im- 
plemented a broad range of fees for everything 
under the sun - fees for the use of recreational 
facilities, fees for licenses in every department 
from building to health to the City Clerk's office, 
increased parking meter fees, and a trash collec- 
tion fee for local businesses. Fees. Fees. Fees. 
Newton also walloped taxpayers with a new 
sewer user tax to raise an additional $2 million in 
revenue. , 
In addition, the city, often accused of dragging 
its feet on revaluation, quickly implemented an 
“accelerated” revaluation effort that allowed 


the city to avoid $11 million in cuts that would 
have been required. 

After an extensive search, city assessors came 
up with a grand total of one firm that was willing 
to take on the monstrous revaluation project in 
only eight months - Finnegan Associates of Ac- 
ton. Even the president of the firm admitted that 
a revaluation of this magnitude within the eight 
month time frame was “unprecedented.” 

Taxpayers are now getting their first look at 
that “‘unprecedented” revaluation which has 
allegedly put property at “full and fair market 
value.” 

Barbara Anderson, the driving force behind 
Proposition 242, recently speculated that the tax 
cutting measure, would pass handily in Newton 
if an election was held here tommorow. She’s 
right. 

The financial squeeze is on and taxpayers are 
fighting mad - mad enough to toss more than a 
couple of public officials out on their rear end if 
an election was held tommorow. 

As city officials prepare budgets for the second 
year of Proposition 242, they would do well to 
listen to the taxpayers - the taxpayers that voted 
for Proposition 2% and the taxpayers that are 
turning out in droves to protest property tax bill 
increases.

Better circle the wagons, sheriff

It was like deja vu. I had seen it all before, the 
angry mob standing in the aisles, the aldermen 
sitting in their seats, listening intently, cars sur- 
rounding City Hall like Indians circling a wagon 
train. 

Thoughts go back to spring, 1975, the night of 
the public hearing on the first revaluation. 

It was a hot night and people were angry. I 
remember a group of citizens standing under the 
mayor's window singing ‘‘We Shall Overcome.” 

I remember the screaming and yelling inside 
the chamber. 

And I remember people vaulting the railing, 
forcing the aldermen out of their seats and into 
the corners of the chamber, surrounded by 
police. 

And now it’s seven years later but nothing had 
changed except the date. 

But this time my pereeption is different. As I 
observed the whole scene my mind starts to pic- 
ture a western movie... 

I see a town in the Old West - the General Store, 
the blacksmith’s shop, the sheriff's office. 

Suddenly a crowd gathers and the crowd turns 
quickly into a mob. 

The sheriff, Alderman Paul Coletti, paces his 
office concerned about the trouble brewing out- 
side. Around him, his deputies, Depasquale, 
McGrath, Carmichael and Jefferson; 
Bauckman, Sheehan, Shea, Gentile, Bullwinkle, 
Vance and Taglienti. 

In the back, near the exit, sit the Board of 
Assessors and Robert Finnegan, the appraiser, 
They sit calmly and quietly, but they appear in- 
creasingly apprehensive. 

Finally the chants start “Give us the 
assessors. We want the assessors. We want to be 
heard!” 

“They don’t deserve a fair trial! Let us show 
them justice! Let’s lynch them right here in City 
Hall!” 

Coletti turns to his deputies and says, ‘The 


crowd is getting ugly. We have to do 
something!"’ 
Deputy Bullwinkle suggests they move to 


another site where thhe crowd can be handled 
properly. Other deputies, particularly Shea, 
Sheehan, Bauckman and Taglienti feel the mob 
ought to be faced tonight. 

Coletti takes charge. He positions the 
assessors near the rear door and then steps out- 
side to face the angry crowd. 

“There will be no mob rule in my town,” he 
declares. ‘‘We want to listen to your complaints. 
We want to get input. But the assessors deserve a 
fair trial. 

‘We know that you're angry but there is very 
little that we can do about it an lynching the 
assessors will accomplish nothing.” 





‘Give us the assessors!’ 
the crowd chanted. But 
Sheriff Coletti replied, 
‘Lynching the assessors 
will accomplish nothing.’ 





The crowd grows larger and the street is now 
totally blocked. The fire department expresses 
concern ahout the passage of emergency 
vehicles, 

Coletti, impressive in his ability to take charge 
during this volatile situation, pleads for reason 
and for people to clear the streets. No one moves, 

He goes back inside to confer with his deputies. 
“'GEt the assessors out of here. The situation is 
getting out of hand. I don’t know how much 
longer we can control the crowd,"’ he says. 

One deputy chimes in: ‘Why don't we give 
them Finnegan?" 

There is concern that the sheriff and deputies 
can't make the crowd understand that the 
assessors aren’t to blame for this situation, that 
the assessors are not villains but good people 
thrust into a difficult situation they didn't create. 

One wonders why the crowd doesn't march on 
the offices of Citizens for Limited Taxation, or 
the State House, or the Department of Corpora- 
tions and Taxation, or the homes of some local 
politicians for creating the problem. 

But all of that is irrelevant now. The crowd is 
justifiably upset and needs an outlet for its 
anger, They've chosen the assessors, 

Coletti is stymied. Some deputies want to 
change location, Some want to face the crowd 
down, right here. What to do? 

Suddenly, a cloud of dust appears and in rides 
the cavalry, dressed in Fire Department 
uniforms, with orders for the crowd to disperse. 

Coletti breathes a sigh of relief. 

Deputy Depasquale steps forward and says, 
“Well we survived this one but what happens 
next time?’’ 

All the deputies shrug their shoulders and 
slowly file out into the street. And the street is 
calm once more. The sheriff and his deputies 
deserve the thanks of the town for controlling a 
potentially explosive situation. 

Suddenly, I snap back into relaity. As I look in- 
to the angry City Hall crowd, I remember my 
dream and I repeat to myself, ‘‘It's only a movie. 
It’s only a movie. It’s only a movie...”

Reader concerned by 
‘timid’ school board 


To the editor: 

( The following is an open letter to the Newton School Committee) 

As a Hyde School parent, I was quite disturbed at last week's (3/8) 
consideration of the Hyde School restoration. You were presented with 
a simple request=to continue to push the city to appropriate the funds 
necessary for an architect to assess the feasibility, compared with 
other options, of restoring the fire-damaged building for mixed-use, 
i.e., use for both educational and non-educational purposes. This is an 
option whose study you have previously requested (unanimously) and 
it is an option which has very strong support with the Hyde district, 
among both parents and non-parents 

Several aspects of the discussion troubled me. First, the resistance 
expressed by many on the board to even studying the mixed-use option 
seems quite short-sighted in the face of the major problems and 
changes facing school systems today. Mixed-use as an option is impor- 
tant not just to Hyde but has surfaced as an issue in other schools, and 
will continue to, as a result of declining enrollments, crises (such as 
fires), and declining resources from city, state, and feds to maintain 
existing space 

The key issues is not, as stated, meeting the short-term, minimum 
space needs at Hyde. Rather it is the Jong-term need to consolidate 
resources in creative new ways to meet both educational and other 
community needs in the face of major changes in the extent of source of 
those resources. This long-term view simply demands that mixed-use 
be at least evaluated. It may or may not turn out to be feasible, consis- 
tent with educational objectives, or cost effective. On the other hand, it 
may prove to be an effective way of preserving valuable school space 
and neighborhood schools during periods of low enrollments while also 
using scarce resources to meet other community needs. 

Community day care illustrates the importance of a long-term view 
of needs and resources. At Hyde, the extended day program is a 
resource not just to the families who use it, but to the school as well. 
Without it, the double-session kindergarten classes which permitted 
use of Hyde School this year, would have been virtually impossible. 

Such programs must become part of the long-term planning of the 
school system, for we can expect the demand for them to increase as 
the economy creates the need for more two working-parent families. If 
not provided one place (eg. Hyde), these needs will be taken elsewhere, 
overburdening other programs. They represent educationally 
enriching options for both family and school to serve the developmental 
needs of our children. Their importance to both family and school 
points to the necessity of thoroughly examining mixed-use options for 
school space. Besides, these programs can and do pay rent! 

I was also surprised at how willing the committee seems to be to 
relinquish control over the use of the fire-damaged building. Abandon- 
ing its use as an educational facility does not mean that it will not im- 
pact, perhaps detrimentally, the educational climate and operations of 
Hyde School. It seems essential that the School Committee explore all 
options for keeping its hands on that building in order to insure that it is 
used in ways consistent with educational goals. The extra money 
(about $200,000) from the insurance settlement available to put back in- 
to that building makes retention of that space worth serious study. 
Mixed-use in fact seems the only option which retains some School 
Committee control over the building. 

Above all, I am disturbed by the frighteningly timid stance the School 
Committee seems to be taking viz a viz the rest of the City on control of 
a basically educational decision. It is troubling to hear comments like, 
“Well, we asked the aldermen several times for this money and they 
said no, so its not our fault if the option isn’t studied.” Or statements to 
the effect that the committee liked the idea of mixed-use until they 
found out that other branches of government would have some say in 
its use too, making it too difficult to deal with. And there were no objec- 
tions to Supt. Fink's stance that it is not the role of the School Commit- 
tee to determine the nature of school space, only how much?! 

In short, the committee seems to be backing off on this issue when 
resistance surfaces from other quarters. Yet this seems to be a par- 

. ticularly clear example of what happens when the committee does not 
aggressively pursue its own interests. An option which the committee 
had explicitly opposed (total renovation of the non-damaged building), 
has somehow been allowed to precede and probably replace an option 
which you unanimously endorsed for study (mixed-use). How was that 
allowed to happen? 

This kind of weak and ambivalent stance in these matters should 
raise concern not only to Hyde parents but throughout Newton. This is 
not fundamentally an issue where one district benefits at another's ex- 
pense, since the specific case has to do with restoring damaged space 
from insurance money. 

Rather the real issue is how effectively the long-term educational 
needs of our children are going to be advocated in the face of the short- 
term politics of expediency created by Prop 2 1/2 and Reagonomics. 
The real questions raised by the Hyde decision are how effective your 
leadership is going to be on creative use of scarce resources, respon- 
siveness to the needs of residents vs. the problems of city bureaucrats, 
and articulation of a long-term vision in the face of the short-sighted 
and parochial politics created by the pressures of 2 1/2.

Minorities and cable TV 


To the editor; 


Now that many citizens of Newton are buy- 
ing into the cable television system, we are 
becoming more aware of the range of issues 
raised by the introduction of the new pay 
system. As a new subscriber, one of my con- 
cerns is the lack of representation of ethnic 
minorities on the channels currently 
available. 

Newton is a predominantly white suburb of 
Boston, containing significant numbers of 
citizens of Black, Hispanic and Asian heritage, 
among others. With four access channels 
available to Newton, all organized groups 
representing social, sports, political, ethnic 
and other interests will presumably have the 
opportunity to communicate with, entertain, 
educate or stimulate the public about a variety 
of issues. 

Yet many of us will be drawn to the slick, 
costly and highly professional presentations of 
the commercial cable channels for a majority 
of our entertainment. I wonder why Continen- 


tal Cablevision has chosen not to include at 
least one channel featuring minority program- 
ming. Whether or not the minority population 
is small or very small, to deprive it and the 

“majority” populations as well, of the op 
portunity to see or be exposed to programming 
representing a wide range of cultures is to con 
tinue the institutionalized racism from which 
American has historically suffered 

One of the promises of cable TV has been 
that with so many channels, everyone could 
have access. My fear is that the same lowest 
common denominator principle inspired by 
the profit motive of the conglomerates which 
control commercial TV will prevail on cable 
television; unless we citizens aggresively de- 
mand a high quality programming and chan 
nel selection which will serve not only to enter 
tain, but to educate and to help enable all 
citizens to work together to create a more just 
society,

Ginny Fry speaks about 
death, a subject she has to con- 
front every day as arts coor- 
dinator of the Hospice of the 
Good Shepard. 

The goal of the Hospice, a 
private, nonprofit organization 
operating in coalition with 
NWH and other agencies, is to 
care for terminally-ill patients 
in Newton and Wellesley and to 
support their families during 
their bereavement. But with 
the establishment of the arts- 
in-hospice program last year, 
the Hospice staff is now con- 
cerned with the creative as 
well as the physical needs of 
their patients. 

The new arts-in-hospice pro- 
gram is a new hospice model; 
it is one of only two in the coun- 
try that has an arts program 
(the other one is in Connec- 
ticut.) Moreover, the arts pro- 
gram offers a new method of 
coping with terminal illness. 

“Art allows patients an op- 
portunity to regain a feeling of 
self-esteem and a sense of con- 
trol over their lives,”’ Fry says. 
“Tt allows families to share ina 
creative experience and 
therefore brings family 
members closer together.” 

She cites the example of one 
16-year-old girl who has been 
sketching her mother and has 
developed into quite an ac- 
complished artist, with Fry’s 
help. The girl’s mother, who is 
terminally ill, has also learned 
how to paint. ‘‘The art work has 
given them something to share 
and enjoy and has consequent- 
ly brought them together as a 
family. 

Fry, who has worked as a 
nurse's aide and a free-lance 
artist, has successfully com- 
bined her skills to provide the 
needed emotional support and 
artistic guidance to conduct the 
art sessions in patients’ homes. 
“T see myself as a facilitator, 
he explains.”’ “‘Whatever the 

atient decides to do, I join her. 

e draw, paint, write poetry 
‘and journals. My goal is to get 
the family to focus on 
something other than their il- 
Iness. When I arrive, the 
families know we’re not going 
to talk about medications or 


The arts: a tool for coping 


their illness, but do something 
totally different.” 

In addition to the art ses- 
sions, she also plans special 
events for the family. ‘I try to 
help create celebrations for the 
family. Once I danced as a bel- 
ly dancer while the patient 
played the finger symbols at a 
party she threw with her fami- 
ly. It was wonderful — the pa- 
tient and her family were able 
to enjoy themselves for an en- 
tire afternoon and were able to 
say their goodbyes.” 

Fry also brings volunteer 
musicians into the patients’ 
homes. “I try to plan things 
that I think the patients will en- 
joy by following up their re- 
quests, interests or unrealized 
dieams.”’ 

As an outgrowth of the arts 
program, she recently 
established a children’s arts 
workshop held every other 
Wednesday at the Hospice 
from 3 to 5 p.m. “I started the 
program for kids from 9 to 14 
years of age who had recently 
lost a parent or grandparent,” 
Fry says. She adds, ‘‘I purpose- 
ly began the program before 
the holidays because that’s 
when most kids realize how dif- 
ficult their lives are going to be 
when their parents are no 
longer there.”” 

The art sessions offer 
children a chance to be 
creative and to share their con- 
cerns with other children. ‘‘The 
Hospice is an incredibly safe 
place for kids to come and talk 
about their grief. It also pro- 
vides a great form of support 
for them and an opportunity to 
help others who face similar 
tragedies.” Most importantly, 
creative expression provides 
an opportunity for the children 
to share their grief. One 13- 
year-old boy best illustrates 
how he uses language to cope 
with his father’s recent death:

AUBURNDALE - Charles J. Sabatier, 36, was arrested Monday by 
State Police because he didn’t want to sit on a Delta Airline’s blanket 





Sabatier was scheduled to plead innocent today in East Boston 
District Court to a charge of disorderly conduct, to wit, he refused to sit 
on a blanket for a trip to Miami aboard a Delta jetliner last Wednesday 

Sabatier’s wife, Peggy, quoted her husband as saying he will plead 
innocent to the charge —"'if I get into the courtroom which I doubt 
There's no ramp.” 

Today so plans to file an official complaint with the Civil 
Aeronautics Board alleging a violation of his rights under Sction 504 of 
the Rehabilitation Act of 1 

He quote the act: ‘‘No otherwise qualified handicapped indiidual 
solely for the reason of his handicap shall be excluded from the par- 
ticipation in, denied the benefits of, or discriminated against under any 
program or activity receiving federal financial assistance.” 

A Vietnam veteran, Sabatier is paralyzed from the waist down. He 
gets around whether it’s on a wheel chair or in a car. As assistant direc- 
tor of the State Office for Handicapped Affairs, he commutes to the 
heart of Boston at One Ashburton Place right beside the State House 


Last Wednesday Sabatier rolled his wheelchair down the ramp right 
into a Delta jet for a flight to Miami where he was scheduled to do some 
consulting work for the U.S. Conference of Mayor: 

Once in the plane he moved over into the plane’s aisle chair because 
his wheel chair is too wide for the plane. 

But when he got to his seat, the flight attendants wanted to put a 
blanket under him. 

The purpose of the blanket, according to Delta officials w 
Sabatier to be readily carried out of the plane in case of a ‘ 
crash.” 
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Two flight attendants (usually women) would carry the six-foot 
pound Sabatier off the plane, Mrs. Sabatier 
name, Peggy Griffin, ) said.

Sabatier says he doesn’t want to be discriminated against. He wants 
to be treated like other passengers as much as possible 

Ms. Griffin said her husband negotiated with Delta officials for more 
than an hour. He argued that other handicapped passengers had flown 
on Delta without the blanket under them 

At one point, Ms. Griffin said, other passengers told her husband that 
they were willing to sit on blankets. This came after the pilot said he 
wouldn't take off unless Sabatier sat on a blanket. If all the passengers 
were on a blanket, there would be no discrimination, said one 
passenger 

Soon the pilot went further. 
Sabatier didn’t sit on a blanket. 

Delta officials finally called the State Police who patrol the 
and had Sabatier removed. Sabatier, however, says he 
witnesses who will testify he was in no way disorde 
his voice, his wife says.

Mayor says revaluation coverage has been unbalanced

NEWTON Many city of- 


ficials, including Mayor Theodore 
Mann, are criticizing press 
coverage of revaluation as unfair 
and unbalanced 





“To me it appears that some 
reporters have been very anxious 
to use a scalpel instead of a pen in 
a manner of reporting,’ Mann 
said last Wednesday 





“When a reporter feeds on the 
worst, rather than balancing out a 
story, it does tend to promote a 
sitution that is not good,’ added 
Mann. The mayor refused to cite a 
specific newspaper or reporters. 


Furthermore, Mann said ine 
quitable assessments will be cor- 
rected by the appeals process 
open to all taxpayers. 

Many aldermen were quick to 
point out that the press has failed 
to focus on the thousands of 
homeowners whose tax bills have 
dropped dramatically as a result 
of the shifting property tax 
burden from newer homes to 
older homes under revaluation 

Alderman Cynthia Creem 
stressed that for many years 
owners of newer homes have been 
forced to pay an unfair burden 
because of the city’s refusal to br- 
ing property to full and fair 
market value 

“It has not been fair,” asserted 
Creem, ‘‘These people for years 
have been paying a dispropor- 
tionate share. There have been 
relative inequities and we needed 
a revaluation. There is no noise 
being made by the people being 
helped by the revaluation.” 

“There is a lot of the story that 
is not coming out,’ she added. 








“There are a lot of people that 
are very happy,’’ agreed Alder 
man Robert Tennant 
“Everytime you pick up the 
newspaper there is nothing good 


about this. There has to be 
something good." 

Under the revaluation, the 
average assessment for single 


and two family homes has jumped 
800 percent, according to city 
assessors. The tax rate, however, 
has dropped from $177 per $1,000 
of assessed property to $22.10 per 
$1,000. 

According to assessors’ 
statistics, 75 percent of the 24,000 
homeowners in the city face pro 
perty tax bill increases. Approx 
imately 50 percent face property 
tax bill increases of $200 or more 





Several aldermen have criticiz 
ed Mayor Mann's speculation 
before the mayoral election last 
November that only one third of 
all taxpayers would face a proper- 
ty tax increase; one third would 
see a decrease and one third 
would remain the same. 








Land Use Committee Chairman 
Terry Morris said: “Prior to the 
election the mayor said one third 
would go up; one third would stay 
the same and one third would go 
down. I would state that one third 
got screwed; one third got a break 
and one third got a fair deal." 


Alderman Verne Vance said 
there was ‘“‘no justification” for 
the one-third doctrine that was 


espoused during the mayoral 
campaign, 
During a_ brief press con- 


ference, Mann said that he never 
made any “guarantees” on the 
tax shift 


Understanding the Irish 
comes from experience

WEST NEWTON There is a 
man with a small grocery store in 
the heart of West Newton square 
who has a special understanding 
of ‘“‘the troubles’ besetting the 
Irish people. 

He also has special words o} 
hope for the nation that has suf- 
fered so long under division and 
foreign oppression. 

He is a native of a country 
which has been divided for a very 
long time, north and south, by two 
governments and two opposing 
systems of religious belief. 

He longs for the day when the 
sorrow and suffering caused by an 
oppressive foreign power in the 
northern part of his country will 
be over, when his people will 
again be unified, when families 
can finally join together to mourn 
their loved ones who died in the 
conflict which has torn the nation 
apart for so long. 

The man’s name is Young Suhk 
Vang. He is from Korea. 

Vang came to America ten 
years ago. He runs the little store 
with the funny name, ‘Milk 
Stop,"’ in the square. 

Koreans are known in parts of 
the Pacific fhe Irish of the 
Orient.” They are different, as far 
as stereotypes go, from Japanese, 
Chinese or Indonesian people. 
They are tenacious, sometime. 
obstinate, and always tough. 

They are great fight Ss was 
well-documented in several wars 
they fought alongside American 
troops. 

Other orientals might tell you 
the Koreans drink too much, a 
criticism that has been elevated 
to near ritual in its application to 
the Irish. 

Vang, who does not drink, says 
the comparison fits because both 
people are ‘so strongminded, so 
strongwilled.”’ 

According to Vang, his native 
country has suffered under 
foreign rule since the beginning of 
this century when the Japanese 
said, ‘*You are in trouble with con- 
flicting forees in your country 
You can not handle it.” 

Vang said, ‘'This is when they 
brought some soldiers and said, 
‘This is not an invasion, We are 
here to protect you,""’ 

World War II changed the face 
of the foreign power in Korea 
After the Yalta Conference, 
Russia took over the northern half 
of the country and the U.S. took 
over the south. Since then, the na 
tion has been separated by 

‘ism's,"’ according to Vang, 
much in the way Ireland has been 
separated by Protestantism and 
Catholicism 

The division in Korea is much 
stricter than in Ireland. Vang 
said, South Koreans can not even 
go into the North. They can not 
cross the border. So, we feel pret 
ty bad, you know lhe Korean 
Red Cross once proposed an ex- 
change of letters between North 
and South, but even this modest 































proposal was rejected by the 
Communists 
The North Koreans are the 


strongest and worst Communists 
in the world,” according to Vang 

Communists in China and 
Russia, | think, are different from 


those in North Korea. They are 
the hardest, and it is tough,” he 
said. 

The well-educated Vang, whos 
slightly grey and balding hee 
tells his age while it belies his 
youthful vitality, said the present 
situation is “just like in the 
Japanese Imperialist time. 
Before World War II, everybody 
just bowed every damn morning 
to the emperor, Hirohito. He is 
like a god, you know, a human 
god. 

At that time, education was 
nothing except just the emperor. 
If you show disrespect for his pic- 
ture even, you just go away. We 
must die for him, so Japanese 
soldiers 19 and 20 years old, they 
just ‘bam! bam!,’ and then you 
can, you know, shine the 











emperor's shrine for a while, then 
go to heaven,”’ Vang said with a 
wry smile. 

“So 
educate 


now the North Koreans 
the same way the 
did. It is pretty. strong. 
excuses are allowed. If 
something is wrong, you just go 
away. It is like the nazis in Ger- 
Vang said. 

He adds that outside forces, in 
both Korea and Ireland, are the 
cause of division in those coun- 
tries. ‘It is one race, you know. 
They are brothers,’ he insists. 

“IT think Ireland should be 
unified and independent, without 
foreign intervention,’’ Vang said. 
“It is a dishonor, a shameful 
thing. There is no dignity for the 
country. If it was a poor country, I 
could understand that somebody 
would want to take care and help 
it find solutions to its problems. 
But this is the 20th century and the 
people are nice and civilized, The 
Irish are a strong people. It is < 
big, strong nation, I am very 
pathetic.” 

Vang is sure the situation in 
Northern Ireland “must change 
someday."’ He said, “I just read 
that the prime minister who was 
recently elected said the British 
should be removed. That means 
there is some stimulation. The 
situation will now have some 
tendency to change." 

With a weather eye on the eter 
nality of change, Vang pointed out 
that the present confrontation is 
So strong, ‘'so tight,”’ as to appear 
momentarily frozen, But he in- 
sists, *When the sun comes out, it 
must melt. Summer, Winter... It 
is always changing, the four 
seasons 

‘It is tight now, but with some 
kind of a gap it becomes a dif- 
ferent situation,’’ Vang said. He 
pointed to the dramatic change in 
America’s relations with China 
and said, "That's all polities. It is 
always changing and reoccurring 
It's not stationary. It is like water 
Everything flexes 

So, with Ireland, opportunity 
is knocking for something new 
Vang said 

He knocked on the counter of 
the "Milk Stop’’ as he described 
the opportunity that now faces the 
Irish. But he kept knocking long 
after it Was appropriate to the im 
agery of the conversation, as if to 
express his fervent hope that a 
comparable opportunity might 






























soon present itself o his own peo. 
ple in Korea 





He also stressed the revaluation 
has been forced by state law. “If 
we didn’t do it here now, the state 
would have to come in (and 
revalue) and send us a_ bill,” 
Mann said. ‘With 22,000 homes 
you are going to have some dif- 
ferences of opinion. Hopefully, 
anyone who has a valid difference 
of opinion will get it resolved.” 


Responding to charges by 
Alderman Ethel Sheehan, the 
canceled public hearing Tuesday 
night was scheduled to ‘‘incite”’ 
taxpayers furious with the 
revaluation, Mann said: ‘‘These 
are right times for people like that 
to come out of the woodwork.”’ 





“T would be very disheartened 
to find that aldermen or any per- 
son in this community would be as 
low as to politically benefit on the 
misery of people being traumatiz- 
ed by the state's requirement for 
the city to comply with the law.”’ 





Mann also noted that the city 
has not had a full scale revalua- 
tion since after World War II and 
has many non-profit, non-taxable 
properties such as Boston College. 


“Who do you blame in a case 
like this?’” Mann asked. “The 
blame is inflation, cost of living, 
and a court decision requiring 
communities to do it (revalua- 
tion) and the law that everyone 
pay their fair share."’ 


Mann said he will support a plan 
to allow taxpayers faced with 
dramatic property tax increases 
to make time payments rather 
than the entire bill at one time. 
i bills reflecting the new 
assessments are scheduled to be 
mailed by assessors on April 1.

He said, ‘‘Some observers say 
unification can only happen if you 
start another war.

Rep. Schur running again 


NEWTON - Citing her concerns 
about the ax of New 
Federalism” falling on ‘‘those 


people who are least able to help 
themselves,”’ State Rep. Susan D. 
Schur (D-Newton) announced her 
candidacy for reelection in the 
12th Middlesex District last week 

“T believe now, with even more 
conviction than when I first ran, 
that we need in the leg 
voices which are thought-ful and 
independent and ready with new 
approaches to old problems,” 
Schur told a group of over 150 sup- 
porters at a fund-raising kick off 
party. 

In a prepared statement releas- 
ed to the press last week Rep 
Schur said, ‘‘We are now setting 
the stage to ensure that as the ax 
of the ‘New Federalism’ falls on 
Massachusetts, that those people 
who are least able to help 
themselves, those in need who 
turn to government, arenot left 
out in the cold."’ 

Schur said 1982 will be “the year 
for confronting, literally, death 
and taxes - the death penalty and 
the recurring question of taxation. 

“The increasing demand for in- 
stant solutions, is I believe, 
destructive and dangerous,’’ she 
added. ‘‘What must be culled 

















from the pressure now being put 
upon us is the very real need to at- 
tack these problems head on and 
enact sound, well-reasoned and 
even courageous responses. 

“Instead of promising tax cuts 
for the rich, we should be ready to 
institute overall tax reform, to 
provide the needed revenues for 
government programs and local 
aid through a progressive tax 
structure, within limits which will 
safeguard our state’s competitive 
status. Instead of willy-nilly cut- 
ting of jobs and programs to 
answer the cries of ‘cut the fat’ we 
must insist on sound administra- 
tion and accountability.”’ 

Schur said in considering cur- 
rent ‘‘limited resources’’ an ‘“‘ef- 
fectively functioning govern- 
ment” is necessary. 

“Instead of mandatory sentenc- 
ing to get i ; instantly off 
the street,” d, ‘‘we must 
addr the question of what we 
expect from our criminal justice 
and correctional systems. 

“Stuffing people into over- 
crowded jails may give some ins- 
tant satisfaction, but when condi- 
tions verge on inhumane, when

NEWTON The head of the 
Newton Substitute Teachers’ 
Association has charged that 
there is a critical shortage of 
substitutes in Newton that will not 
be redressed if the proposed $39.1 
million school budget is adopted. 

Constance Wool, president of 
the association, claims the shor- 
tage is the result of Newton's 
failure to pay substitute teachers 
at “a professional level.’’ Ac- 
cording to Wool, there are ‘‘fre- 
quently a number of classrooms 
each day”’ which are not covered 
by “qualified teachers’’ because 
substitutes cannot be found. 

Wool says this is due to ‘“‘the 
failure of substitute salaries to 
keep pace with full-time 
salaries.’’ The proposed budget, 
which will go to the School Com- 
mittee for a final vote Monday 
night, sets aside over $307,000 for 
substitute teacher pay, an in- 
crease of 0.6 percent from the cur- 
rent year. 

The reason is an increase in the 
number of substitute days to 6,570. 
Of these days, there are 5,920 set 
aside for teacher absences due to 
illness and personal reasons (ap- 
proximately 10 days per teacher). 

Helen Thomas, assistant 
superintendent of personnel for 
the Newton schools, says the 
budget includes a cut of 300 
substitute days to reflect the 
reduction of about 30 teacher posi- 
tions, but that 550 days were add 
ed for teacher participation in 
curriculum workshops, con- 
ferences and other staff develop- 
ment activities. 

Although the overall school 
budget, which is up four percent, 
contains funds for anticipated 
collective-bargaining increases 
for most school department 
employees, the specific budget ac- 
count for substitutes does not pro- 
ject any salary increases. 

Nancy Mann, chairperson of the 
School Committee, admits that 
the budget currently does not pro- 
vide salary increases for 
substitutes. 





“We're definitely not thinking 
of decreasing the pay for 
substitutes, but I guess at this 
point we're not thinking of in- 
creasing it either,’’ Mann says 

Wool stresses that her organiza- 
tion, which polls its 60 members 
but is not an official union, has not 
made a formal proposal to the 
School Committee yet. However, 
she said the group is seeking an 
increase in the account by $66,500 
which her calculations show will 
reduce the current ‘‘inequities”’

continual problem,’’ she adds. 

According to Thomas, all per 
diem salaries for substitutes were 
increased by 7.5 percent in 1980- 
81, the same pay hike given to full- 
time teachers. In 1981-82, Thomas 
says the base pay was raised to 
$35 a day and a half-step was add- 
ed to the salary schedule which 
boosted substitute pay to $70 a day 
after 10 days of teaching. After 20 
consecutive days, substitutes are 
place on the full-time teacher's

All-night parking turned down

NEWTON — Residents who leave 
their cars in the street rather than 
in the relative safety of their 
driveways will continue to run the 
peril of getting nabbed for a park- 
ing violation this spring. 

Despite protests from Chair- 
man Joseph DePasquale, who 
docketed an item to amend the all- 
night parking restrictions in the 
city last year, the Aldermanic 
Public Safety Committee voted 3 
to 2 Monday to maintain the cur- 
rent system of ‘‘selective enforce- 
ment”’ by the Police Department. 

The DePasquale amendment 
called for allowing all-night park- 


ing in the city from May 1 to Oc- 
tober 31. The current restrictions, 
although seldom enforced in the 
spring and summer months, do 
not allow for overnight parking on 
city streets year round. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn, 
however, noted that ‘‘anyone who 
leaves their car in the street, runs 
the peril of a $4 ticket.” 

Quinn said the all-night parking 
restrictions are strictly enforced 
in the winter months because of 
the need to clear streets for snow 
and ice removal. He also said the 
restrictions on overnight parking 
serve as a crime deterrent.

But, Wool says that while there 
have been increases, substitute 
salaries have not kept pace with 
full-time teacher salaries. 

According to Wool, in 1970 the 
average full-time teacher earned 
over $58 a day while the average 
substitute earned about $28. By 
1981, she says the average full- 
time teache’ salary had exactly 
doubled although the average 
substitute pay increased by only 
$10. 

“That represented only one- 
third of -the full-time teacher's 
salary,’’ Wool sa “During the 
current year, the average full- 
time teacher earns $129 a day and 
the average substitute $43.87 — 
still only one-third of the rate for 
substantially the same job.” 

“TI think that children can learn 
with substitutes if the substitute is 
a qualified teacher,’’ Wool em- 
phasizes. ‘“‘But, in order to find 
qualified substitutes, you have to 
pay them professionally.”’ 

“It’s not a pin money job,’’ she 
stresses. ‘It should be a profes- 
sional job.”” 

Wool says that on any given 
school day, there could be as 
many as 25-50 classrooms covered 
by substitutes.

Freelance Players 
enjoy 9th season 


CHESTNUT HILL — It happens every winter in Chestnut Hill when 
the atmosphere is charged with creative sparks. The group dynamics 
of many responsive, creative human beings generates a feast of multi- 
arts experiences. Innovative and original work is created and profes- 
sional quality is achieved. Children have the opportunity to explore and 
develop interests in areas that will provide lifelong enjoyment and 
fulfillment 








Such an experience has been provided over the last eight years by the 
Freelance Players, now in its 9th season. The group is a children’s 
theatre, comprised of boys and girls, 9 to 16 years old, who meet twice a 
week at the Brimmer and May School in Chestnut Hill.

Since the first year, the focus has been on the total musical theatre: 
collaboration, writing and producing; from the inception of an idea to 
the property to be produced. Thus, under professional direction, the 
children are involved in every aspect of the creation from the beginn- 
ing: research, costumes, set and lighting design, choreography, music 
and lyrics composition, playwrighting and set building, props, per- 
forming, stage managing, make-up, acting, singing and dancing. 





Eight full length musicals have been created over the years, and 
countless young people have reaped proprietary rewards from their in- 
put and influence on these scored, scripted, large-cast properties. 
“Many of the musicals have been published and produced in theatres, 
schools, on television and by drama groups across the country,’’ Dewey 
said. In addition, s ung people in the group have gone on 
to pursue professional careers in the theatre, including Marth 
Donaldson of Newton, who recently performed in James Lapine’s 
“Table Settings” at the Next Move Theatre in Boston. 





The group's philosophy emphasizes the use of theatre as an outlet 
and a means for personal growth.

After a 1-17 season, the only con- 
solation must be the future and 
the belief that things can only get 
better, That, and a bit of inspira- 
tion from a cross-town rival. 

“Waltham had a tremendous 
season,” Newton North coach 
Jerry Phillips says, ‘‘but look at 
all the stuff they had to go through 
the year before.

Newton was indeed sloppy, but 
fortunately, Cambridge was slop- 
pier. Thanks to former Newton 
North star Bob Billings (27) and 
the inside work of Brian Devlin 
and James Black, the Boys’ Club 
built a 42-25 halftime lead and 
stretched it to a peak of 19 (52-33) 
late in the third stanza before 
Cambridge began making its run. 

The major reason for the tur- 
naround was the loss of Billings, 
who picked up his fourth foul with 
5:47 to go in the third. When he sat 
down, Newton was leading by a 
48-30 margin. When he returned

The 6-3 Billings, currently starr- 
ing at Mass. Bay Community Col- 


lege, had been Newton's chief 
scoring threat in the first half. 
Colantonio posted him up low 
against Cambridge's taller (6-5)

his opponent for lunch. He scored 
22 first-half points with six of 
those coming via unmolested 
slam dunks as Billings hung back 
and broke open for outlet passes. 
Hinderlie, meanwhile, was scor- 
ing just six of his 11. 

Newton assumed its first lead in 
the closing minutes of the first 
quarter when an 8-1 run put them 
ahead, 16-10. Billings scored eight 
in the quarter, two on a beautiful 
finger role right up the lane to 
help Newton on its way. Devlin 
and Rion Foley also contributed a 
couple of key hoops. 

From that, Newton simply took 
off. They opened the second 
quarter by rattling off 10 of the 
first 12 points for a fashionable 26- 
12 cushion. It was Billings again 
who inflicted the damage. A tur- 
naround in the middle of the lane 
made it 22-12, and then two sky 
stuffs on breakaways capped the 
explosion. 

Hinderlie found the range inside 
twice to keep Cambridge within 
hailing distance, but Newton then 
stepped on the gas with a 10-4 blitz 
which created a 38-20 lead.

The Bucks got it back to six (58-

While superintendent, Blair worked 
to make achievement scores at 
Beazley, which serves the highest 
poverty area in the city, improve 
radically, She said scores ‘went sky 
high” after the first year the school 
was open and have improved each 
year. The school now has a waiting 
list of 2,000 students and went from an 
all-black school of 1,100 students to a 
school with 14.5 percent white 
students. 

According to Blair, parents of upper 
middle and middle class children 
have placed their children back in the 
public schools at Beazley. 

Blair began her career as an 
elementary school teacher at the up- 
per grade level in two different 
Chicago schools from 1952-1964. She 
was also an a ant principal in 
Chicago as well . principal at a

Among the methods he uses are 
peer assessment and the testing of 
students in the fall and spring which, 
he says, can over a period of years 
“give you some idea’ of which 
teachers are the “‘strongest.”’ 

Lancaster said he believes there is 
a trend back to public schools and that 
“academic opportunity, the security 
of firm discipline and the availability 
of options make the public schools 
more attractive than private or 
parochial schools.”’ 

Prior to becoming superintendent, 
Lancaster was from 1972-76 principal 
of Gratz High School in Philadephia. 
He began teaching in the same city 
and taught from 1953-65, 

Lancaster received a B.A. from 
Shaw University in 1953 and an M.A. 
from Temple University in 1962. He 
was also a Yale-Kellogg Foundation 
Fellow working on a project for urban 
central office administrators. He has 
been the recipient of numerous 
awards for his work in Philadelphia.

As a result, Pierson prepared a 40- 
page report on the Lexington school 
system, including some 60 recommen- 
dations, all of which were im- 
plemented into the city’s education 
system, according Lo Pierson 

Pierson told the audience at the 
F.A, Day Junior High School the 
report prepared for the Lexington 
schools was his most notable profes- 
sional accomplishment as 


superindendent there. Pierson added 
that the creation and implementation 
of programs in Lexington were also 
the result of support from many peo- 
ple throughout that system. 


Among Pierson’s recommendations 
were additions to the curriculum, in- 
cluding drama, computer and health 
studies, A five-year plan to teach 
computer science in Lexington was 
initiated, along with a curriculum 
resource center with computerized 
data which was established for 
teachers. An evaluation program for 
administrators and an _ ability- 
grouping system for students were 
also among Pierson’s recommenda- 
tions.

earned an Ed.D in Education Ad-

Pierson was a Simpson Fellow with 
the New England School Develope- 
ment Council in Newton in 1971 and 
District Program Coordinator for 
Newton Public Schools in from 1972- 
76. 

He cited professional development 
programs for teachers and additional 
time for teachers to create such pro- 


grams for one another as programs 
he favors, 

When asked by a School Committee 
member how he would reduce the 
budget, Pierson said he would look to 
energy conservation, early retire- 
ment plans, liberal leave policies and 
methods of reducing absenteeism in 
order to minimize the need for 
substitute teachers, Pierson also sug- 
gested training and recruiting more 
school volunteers, 





When a committee member sug- 
gested that strong central control 
might cause tension among school 
principals, Pierson said he would 
avoid alienating individual school 
heads by holding bi-monthly meetings 
with the principals. 


A superindendent needs to exer 
ise control which must be done 
through frequent supervision,’’ said 


Pierson 


In response to recent racial in- 
cidents at Newton South High School, 
Pierson said he is not surprised the 
problems exist because of the diversi- 
ty of students in the schools. ‘When I 
was working in the city, there was 
tension at Meadowbrook,” said Pier- 
son. He suggested ongoing meetings 
with the faculty and students of the 
school to discuss the problem.

Dog license fee increase 
wins an aldermanic okay

NEWTON — The Aldermanic Public Safety 
Committee has endorsed special legislation 
which would allow the city to increase the cost 
of a dog license to a maximum of $12 if approv- 
ed by the Board of Aldermen. 

The legislation, which must be sanctioned by 
state lawmakers, allows the city to keep the 
entire proceeds of the license fees and remove 
the county from the collection process. 
Aldermen will debate proposed changes in the 
fee structure at a later date. 


Under the present licensing system, the city 
recovers $1.75 for each tag with the remainder 
being pocketed by the state. The current rate 
structure is $4 for male dogs and spayed 
females and a $7 charge for non-spayed 
females. 

With enabling legislation from the state 
Legislature, the city would be able to pocket 
the entire dog-tag charge. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn has also asked 


aldermen to approve a proposal which would 
increase the fine for an unleashed dog from the 
current rate of $15, $20, and $25 for the first 
three offenses to a flat rate of $50 per offense. 

According to Quinn, the recommended new 
rates and fine structure would allow the city to 
raise $74,000 through Animal Control, $20,000 
short of making the $94,000 division self- 
supporting. 

In fiscal year 1982, the city recouped $22,540 
from fees and fines. 

Several aldermen noted they would not sup- 
port the maximum increases allowed under 
state statute. On March 3, the Legislation and 
Rules Committee voted unanimously to hold 
the item, thinking the fee hike request to be 
unreasonable. 

The enabling-legislation package would also 
exempt the city from a section of the General 
Laws of Massachusetts which makes it man- 
datory for stray dogs to be turned over to 
universities for experimentation. According to 
Quinn, the department picks up about 300 
stray dogs each year. 


Department of Revenue blasts 
proposal to keep values as is

NEWTON — The State Department of 
Revenue Monday shot down a proposed alder- 
manic resolution requesting residential 
assessments remain at last year’s sums while 
the firm conducting revaluation makes 
“necessary adjustments.” 

Deputy Commissioner Edward Collins 
quickly responded to the proposed resolution 
that was unveiled last Thursday, informing ci- 
ty officials they must live within the limita- 
tions mandated by Proposition 242. 

The city implemented the accelerated 
revaluation last May to avoid an $11 million 
cut in this year's municipal budget. The 
revaluation was implemented only after an un- 
successful court challenge to Revenue Depart- 
ment guidelines forcing the $11 million short- 
fall, 

Alderman Richard McGrath, one of the most 
vocal critics of revaluation, proposed the 
resolution in response to a wave of complaints 
from disgruntled taxpayers. 

McGrath and other aldermen have argued 
that the revaluation conducted by Finnegan 
Associates of Acton is plagued with in- 
consistencies, discrepancies, and unfair 
values, 

In a letter to Chief Assessor Robert Palmer, 
Collins wrote in part: “You will, I'm sure, 
recall that in the case of the City of Newton ys. 
The Commissioner of Revenue, the Supreme 
Judicial Court upheld the determination of the 
Commissioner of Revenue in this regard and 
deemed her actions reasonable and ap- 
propriate under the circumstances. 





The letter continued: ‘Absent a certification 
from this office that the City of Newton has ac- 
complished revaluation and is now a ing 
its property at full and fair cash value as of 
1/1/81 the Commissioner of Revenue is re- 
quired to establish the fiscal 1982 levy limita- 
tion for the city in accordance with the court's 
decision."”’ 

A disappointed McGrath chided city officials 
and assessors for hastily submitting the 
resolution to the state agency without putting 
together a comprehensive package on the pro- 
posed resolution. 

“It's impossible for anyone to have done a 
serious evaluation of the proposal,"’ he 
asserted. Some aldermen, however, had main- 
tained there was little hope of the resolution 
avoiding the budget cut.

City, fire union sign contract 


NEWTON — The city of Newton and 
firefighters’ union signed a new con- 
tract last week which one city official 
claimed would save taxpayers 
$150,000-$200,000 in overtime costs

NEWTON-Saying that an entire 
region or even the whole state 
benefits from non-profit, tax-exempt 
institutions that burden only local 
communities, Northeastern Universi- 
ty President Keith G. Ryder called 
upon the Commonwealth to correct 
tax inequities by giving additional 
financial assistance to cities and 
towns that have large amounts of non- 
profit property 

Ryder made the remarks in a state- 
ment to the Committee on Taxation. 

He spoke in support of H. 2520, a bill 
filed by Ryder and Mayor Theodore 
Mann of Newton. Ryder said the bill 
would expand the state reimburse- 
ment statutes to include not only 
state-owned property, but also pro- 
perty owned by hospitals and educa- 
tional institutions. This measure 
would grant municipalities with such 
institutions within their borders a por- 
tion of the annual $14.7 million ap- 
propriation to reimburse cities and 
towns.

“It's a very good contract, " said 
Deputy Mayor James Hickey of the 
new agreement that firefighters ap- 
proved last week by a 158-47 vote. The 
city and union had been negotiating 
the contract for 26 months as 
firefighters worked under the 
guidelines of a 1978 contract. The new 
contract expires on June 30, 1982. 

Both Hickey and Fire Chief Edward 
Reilly said reductions in manning and 
vacation policy changes would result 
in the overtime savings. 

Fire Union Chief Robert Merullo 
last week said, ‘‘We brought back to 
the fire membership the best contract 
that we could get from the city 
without binding arbitration. We asked 
the membership to ratify it but we did 
not endorse it."’ 

A minimum-manning clause of the 
firefighters contract was won four 
years ago in binding arbitration. 
However, the city terminated the 
clause last November because Pro- 
position 2 ‘ prohibits the use of bin- 
ding arbitration 

According to the new contract, 
manning is reduced from 48 to 45 
firefighters per shift in the winter and 
from 45 to 42 firefighters per shift in 
the summer. 

As compensation for the manning 
reduction, negotiators agreed to pay 


each firefighter $395. “It’s a one-time 
buy back recognizing that they've 
given up on overtime,” said Reilly. ‘ 


Hickey commented that the new 
agreement allows Reilly more flex- 
ibility in using overtime allotments. 
Hickey stated that city spent $224,500 
in overtime during FY 1982. 


“The chief could never use that 
overtime for what he wanted, such as 
during a snow storm,” said Hickey 
“He can now use it for public safety 
rather than to comply with the terms 
of a contract." 

Two 7 -percent pay increases for 
FY 1981 and FY 1982 are also 
specified in the new aqreement in ad- 
dition to a $50 a year increase in the 
clothing allowance, from $80 to $130. 

Reductions in the number of 
firefighters taking spring and fall 
vacation, from 12 to 9 firefighters ata 
time, is also written in the new con- 
tract. Reilly stated that the policy 
change would also save on overtime 

Merullo said the manning specifica 
tions would be further reduced should 
the city decide to close the Mannet 
Road Station which houses Engine 9 

Merullo said negotiations for the 
FY 1983 fire contract would begin ‘‘as 
soon as this one is signed."

Dentist/inventor makes a breakthrough 


Patients get a dentist's eye view

NEWTON CENTRE The strange thing about Harvey Apotheker's 
practical new invention is that it should have been invented sooner 

“T don’t know why it wasn't developed before,”” s Apotheker, a 33 
year-old dentist who has spent much of his professional life working 
towards improvements in dentistry 

After an intense four-year effort, Apotheker’s invention, the Den- 
tiScope, will be marketed by Johnson & Johnson Company beginning 
April 15. It’s a lightweight and moveable microscope which magnifies 
the view inside a patient's mouth seven times the actual size. Dentists 
using the instrument are more comfortable because they're looking 
through a microscope suspended overhead and not slouching over to 
look inside a patients mouth. Also, to the patient's advantage is the fact 
that the magnification allows dentists to do better precision work 

Apotheker, who has lived in Newton Centre since age 14, feels the 
DentiScope is something that dentists have always needed 

“It's so obvious,’ says Apotheker. Everyone else seems to agree 
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Dentists and patients repeatedly ask Apothc why someone didn’t 


think of it sooner. 














“Everybody keeps asking me that. Every dentist that I've talked to 
said that,’’ remarks Apotheker. 

Even Dr. Geza Jako, a nose and throat surgeon who helped create the 
instrument, wondered the same thing. In 19 iring a dental visit to 
Apotheker, Jako asked him why it took so to fill his cavity 
Apotheker explained that he was having trouble seeing the area. Jako 
then explained to Apotheker that some doctors were working with 
micro-surgery, using a microscope to perform precision surgery 

That instrument, created by Jako, sold for $25,000 and seemed too ex 
pensive to Apotheker. But it prompted him to wonder if they could 
create a similar instrument for dentists 

Jako’s instrument, unfortunately, was stationary and impractical for 
a dentist. Also, the depth and field of vision was not great enough for a 
dentist's high precision work 

What dentists needed, Apotheker decided, was an easily moveable in 
strument with optical features specifically designed for dental use 

“He and I set out to design one which had all these features,’ ex 
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Dr. Harvey Apotheker uses stereoscopic device on patient. 
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Smack!

Revaluation firm rechecking figures 


NEWTON The firm conducting revaluation began a review Mon- 
day of new assessments being challenged by city homeowners 

Thomas Polzella, project manager for Finnegan Associates of Ac- 
ton, said the company expects to notify all residents of the result of in- 
formal appeal hearings by the end of April. Five Finnegan employees 
are currently conducting the field review of the values appealed during 
hearings, according to Polzella 

“IT want to make sure we make the proper adjustments and don’t 
rush through this,’’ Polzella said of the review 

Approximately 8,100 homeowners have filed appeals and scheduled 
appointments with the company since tax impact notices reflecting the 
revaluation were mailed Feb. 18. Polzella estimated, however, that 
2,500 homeowners simply wanted information on how the assessment 
was obtained 

Many aldermen and taxpayers are claiming the revaluation is 
plagued with unfair values, inconsistencies, and discrepancies. If the 
revaluation is delayed, however, the city would be forced to make the 
$11 million budget cut with only two months remaining in the fiscal 
year. 

Polzella said field reviewers often check the property values of other 
homes on the street to assure assessments are in line. He also said the 
company will review data on homes that residents claimed errors 








Polzella said values are often adjusted because of location problems, 
data errors, the condition of the home and other factors that may affect 
selling price. He said the assessments of less than 5% of all homes 
reviewed will be increased. 

Under revaluation, city assessors have planned to use $1.8 million in 
tax dollars ($90 million in property value) to make abatements and 
changes as a result of taxpayer appeals 

Chairman of the Aldermanic Revaluation Subcommittee Paul Coletti 
is preparing a resolution that would call for funds from a budget 
surplus to be used to make abatements 

Coletti is expected to unveil the resolution at a joint-meeting of the 
Revaluation Subcommittee and the Mayor's Advisory Committee on 
Revaluation Wednesday night after Mayor Theodore Mann presents 
his proposed F'Y 1983 municipal budget to aldermen 

Polzella said many taxpayers will be satisfied with the project after 
changes are made as a result of the review. ‘‘We know there are a few 
obvious mistakes,”’ he said. 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer said the fina! 800 appeal! hearings with 
Finnegan and city assessors will be completed rriday night. Palmer 
also said the Revenue Department may begin a preliminary review of 
commercial values next Monday

Absent was Mayor Theodore D. Mann, ex-officio School Committee 
member. He attended only one of the semifinalists’ interviews 

Earhart, superintendent of the Foxboro schools, is the only in-state 
finalist, while Clark is assistant superintendent of schools in Shaker 
Heights, Ohio, and Strand is superintendent of the Pelham, N.Y., 
schools. Based upon public interviews, priorities the finalists held in 
common are the clear definition of objectives and goals and more 
structure for schools and programs. 

A motion was made following executive session offering the three 
men as a slate because, according to Chairperson Nancy Mann, ‘‘it 
became clear (during executive session) that there was strong division 
on certain candidates and more unanimity on others.”’ 

During the role-call vote by wards, Marcia Mitchell of Ward 5 cast 
the fifth vote in eupport of the three as voting went around the table. 
Ann Berwick, James Mnookin and Robert Ricles, from Wards 6-8 
respectively, c ast the opposition votes. 

Current superintendent Aaron Fink announced in September that he 
would resign at the end of the school year after 13 years. 

Although three of the seven semi-finalists were black, Dr. Percy 
Clark is the only black finalist. The only woman semi-finalist, Dr. Alice 
Blair, a black educator and deputy superintendent with the Chicago, 
Ill., schools, was not selected along with Dr. J. Geoffrey Pierson of 
Newton Centre. 

Pierson, acting superintendent in Lexington since January, was from

Rental housing 
could increase 


Might ease reval burden

NEWTON — The city’s Human Rights Commission is studying housing 
needs in the city with an eye toward lessening some of the financial 
burden of revaluation. 

Susan Wollach said the commission was concerned about “‘increas- 
ing the city’s rental housing stock,” and had begun to survey citizens on 
the legalization of accessory apartments. 

In mid-February, the Aldermanic Administration and Planning 
Committee set up a sub-sommittee to explore policy questions regar- 
ding land use regulations involved in the legitimization of these units, 
sometimes called “in-law apartments.” 

Wollach said legalizing such accessory apartments would allow 
young people to move into Newton and help some elderly to keep and 
maintain their homes, because of the potential added income. Many 
elderly have claimed the ine’ 2d tax bills will force them to move out 
of the city or allow their homes to gradually slide into decay. 

“Tf it’s possible to break up the larger homes in the city into two or 
three or four-unit dwellings without sacrificing the outside structure 
and aesthetics of the city,’’ said Richard Glovsky, commission chair- 
man," we might be able to increase the rental housing stock.”’ 

Mayor Theodore Mann was uncommitted on the issue but noted: 
“there has to be a consistency with the zoning laws”’ in the break-up of 
the older homes or else there would be an erosion of neighborhood stan- 
dards. 

Director of Planning and Development Barry Canner said it was “the 
type of thing you have to be careful of,” and cautioned against the 
possible re-characterization of a neighborhood. 
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“Hopefully w »'ll find a way to do it that will diminish the effects of 
revaluation,” said Gloysky. ‘It could help some people.” 
Glovsky estimated there are about 3,000 illegal apartments in the ci-

Man loses foot after bus-truck 


NEWTON — Doctors were forced to amputate 
the left foot of an 18-year-old Newton man who 
was trapped in his truck for almost two hours 
Friday after a collision with a school bus. 

Vernon T. Porter of 292 Langley Rd., Newton 
Centre, was listed in good condition at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital following the surgery. 

In spite of the ordeal, Porter was also in 
good spirits, according to his father, Newton 
Water Commissioner Vernon Porter. ‘‘He’s in 
very good condition,” said the elder Porter, 
who added that he is now looking towards his 
son’s future. ‘‘He doesn’t know what he’s going 
to do. We'll have to take it one day at a time.” 

The younger Porter became pinned in his 
1972 GMC truck after it collided at 12:25 p.m.

Porter’s father said his son has discussed 
with family members why the accident hap- 
pened, though he declined to comment on the 
discussion. Massachusetts Registry of Motor 
Vehicle officials, who were on the scene Fri- 
day, are still investigating the accident. The 
registry is required to investigate all accidents 
involving school buses. Immediately following 
the collision, the bus driver stated that he stop- 
ped at the stop sign, did not see the truck and 
proceeded to turn left onto the bridge over 
Route 9 when he struck Porter’s truck, which

was turning right onto the bridge. Officials 
said fault has not been determined. 

Porter must undergo another operation on 
his leg, according to his father. The date for 
the second operation has not been scheduled, 
Porter said, “It will be another three months 
before he can start doing anything,’’ said 
Porter, noting that his son would probably re- 
main in the hospital for at least another two 
months. 

“We're constantly with him except for about 
six hours a night,’’ Porter said of his son, a 
Catholic Memorial High School graduate who 
now works as a landscape contractor. 

Porter was trapped when the bumper of the 
bus bounced up and as it bounced down again, 
caught Porter’s leg between the truck’s floor 
board and the bumper of the bus. Ambulance, 
fire and police resuers sustained Porter in- 
travenously as the crew worked loosen the 
vehicles without further injuring Porter's leg. 

Porter was conscious most of the time, 
which fire officials said helped them in the 
rescue effort.

NEWTON CORNER - An 84-year-old man was hospitalized with third- 
degree burns he suffered last week in a fire which gutted his Pearl 
STreet variety store. 

John Coffey, of School Street, Newton Corner, was carried out of Cof- 
fey’s Variety Store at 192 Pearl St., by Edward Casey Jr., son of 
Newton Firefighter Edward Casey, fire officials said.

Firefighter Herbert Fothergill was treated for 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital and later released. The cause of the blaze is 
still undetermined, according to Fire Captain Carnine Tedesco. 


Casey, 24, a Newton resident, was driving by the shop at about 10:15 
a.m. when he saw the flames from a side window, Cas: father said. 
Casey then struck a nearby fire box and rushed into the flamming 
store, where Coffey stood engulfed in flames. Casey told fire officials 
that the elderly man was in shock and did not want to leave the store. So 
Casey was forced to pick him up and carry him outside. 














Meanwhile, Mr. and Mrs. Salvatore Simeone, who live in the apart- 
ment above the store, were unaware what was happening until after 
the fire downstairs had spread rapidly through the store. 

“‘My husband was stepping out to go to the bank,” said Mrs. Simeone. 
She said she could smell smoke but did not realize it was coming from 
below until the couple saw the smoke seeping through the floors. They 
then dashed outside through the front entrance. 








“When we went outside, Mr. Coffey was standing there all burnt,” 
said Mrs. Simeone. 

When the Simeones arrived outside, the fire trucks had already ar- 
rived. Engines 1, 4 and 9 and Ladders 1 and 3 fought the blaze for about 
25 minutes before it was controlled, said Ass istant Chief Edward Mur- 
phy. 

“The fire was well involved when we got here,” said Murphy. Fire 
trucks remained on the scene until about 1 a.m., Murphy said. Murphy 
and Tedesco stayed at the scene all day, until a private company came 
in to board up the gutted building.

The editorial, entitled “Boys and 
revolvers,” is eerie in the way it presents 
something of a whimsical ‘Wild West”’ im- 
age for dear old Newton. 

We quote: ‘‘Complaint has been made to 
the police that several of the young boys at 
the Bigelow School are in the habit of car- 
rying revolvers about in their pockets. 

“The statement appeared incredible, un- 
til the matter was investigated and it was 
found to be the truth. What the parents of 
these boys can be thinking of, is something 
which we do not profess to understand. 

“Tt is impossible to take up a daily paper 
without reading of some horrible affair, 
wher some boy either intentionally or 
otherwise murders a playmate with his toy 
pistol or revolver, and if this habit is allow- 
ed in Newton we may any day expect a 
similar tragedy here.

‘“..There are probably few grown per- 
sons in this community who allow 
themselves to carry revolvers habitually, 
and they would be careful to conceal the 
fact if they did, from fear of public senti- 
ment. 

“Boys of the age of Bigelow School 
boys have no business with fire arms, ex- 
cept under the supervision of some person 
of mature years and discretion.” 

No one would, of course, claim that guns 
are a problem in the Newton schools but in 
some schools of thought, firearms are 
treated as lightly as they were in 1887, with 
the same tragic results.

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Series on Holocaust 
at Newton South High 


NEWTON CENTRE The Enrichment Program at Newton South 
High School has arranged a week-long series on Holocaust Education, 
April 12 to 15. This educational experience includes many goals. The 
tragic events of the Holocaust must be remembered. A learning en- 
vironment must be provided in which students will understand that 
they are not isolated from historical events. Individuals must be 
motivated to assume the responsibility of protecting the rights and 
freedom of all people, to deplore racism and to recognize the elements 
and trends in our society which are contrary to the Bill of Rights. 

The offerings of this week-long program of education with a moral 
emphasis are part of an historical record which underlines the hazards 
of indifference and silence. The events of a generation past must be 
reviewed to help the youth of today to understand the implications of 
the rising, blatant, contemporary antisemitism and racism. This ma- 
jor historical period when the Nazis were in power demonstrates the 
extremes of human behavior. It neumbent that educators bring to 
the attention of students the civilization destroyed by Hitler and its con- 
tribution to society which should not be lost to the world. In addition, 
the teaching of the horrors of the Holocaust brings into sharp focus for 
the students and faculty the rights and responsibilities of citizenship 
and the importance of upholding the law of the land. 

This perspective of the past will help students comprehend the 
phenomenon of scapegoating more prevalent in times of economic 
distress. The cruelty, the apathy, the hard-heartedness of those in 
power in Nazi Germany and of those who agreed silently, or disagreed 
silently, led to the extermination of millions of Jews and members of 
other non-Aryan groups. Alerting the community to the danger of all 
potential Holocausts is a way to motivate the young to recognize and to 
combat the evil of antisemitism and racial discrimination. Through the 
presentation of carefully documented historical facts, students may be 
able to fathom how it is possible for seemingly-cultured, sane people to 
support a government policy of genocide and to participate in sub- 
human acts. The works of a few current historians who deny the ex- 
istence of the Holocaust should be discredited. The most important 
lesson to be gleaned from a Holocaust observance is that a repetition 
must be avoided at all costs. The facts will speak for themselves. They 
are impossible to forget and demand a confrontation with history and 
ourselves. 

In this chronicle of the Holocaust at Newton South High School by the 
Enrichment Program, Professor Erich Goldhagen, Harvard Universi- 
ty, will speak of the ‘‘History of the Holcaust,’’ Monday, April 12 from 
8:55 to 9:45 a.m, On Tuesday, April 13, from 10:05 to 10:55 a.m., Rabbi 
Isaiah Wohlgemuth, a survivor, will describe his experiences in a con- 
centration camp and from 11 to 11:50 a.m., Father Robert W. Bullock, 
Pastor of Our Lady of Sorrows, Sharon, will address the topic of ‘‘An- 
tiSemitism and the Church.’’ Elizabeth Dopazo will relate her 
childhood experiences as the daughter of political dissidents in Nazi 
Germany on Wednesday, April 14, from 11 to 11;55 a.m. The final event 
is on Thursday, April 15 from 8:55 to 9:45 a.m. and will be a per- 
formance of the cantata, ‘‘I Never Saw Another Butterfly’? by the 
Youth Pro Musical Group.

76 district coordinator of program for the Newton schools, but 
resigned to take a position as assistant superintendent for instruction in 
Lexington 


Other semi-finalists knocked out of the runnihg Monday night were 
Dr. William Holland, superintendent of schools in Naragansett, R.1., 
and Dr. Oliver Lancaster, superintendent of schools in Hempstead 
N.Y 


Public discussion of the seven semi-finalists began around 8 p.m. at 
the Education Center and continued for nearly four hours before voting 
to go behind closed doors. 


Exercising its right under the state’s Open Meeting Law to discuss 
mental health, character or reputation in executive session, Commit- 
tee Chairperson Nancy Mann around midnight convened the executive 
session on those grounds. The committee emerged around 1:15 a.m 
and adjourned at about 1:45 a.m. 








In open session, before an audience of about 40 people, the committee 
batted around impressions of public interviews held recently with each 
candidate as well as impressions from tours of schools or dinners with 
the semifinalists. 






Strand was praised by Berwick, specifically, and others, for the

Silbey was impressed because Earhart asked her at dinner what the 
School Committee’s problems were. ‘‘He showed himself to be a very 
good listener and responsive to the underlying ues,’’ she said 








Berwick also termed Earhart’s interview ‘‘excellent,’’ but said she 
found his answers on professional development and curriculum 
“somewhat thin.”” 


According to Chairperson Mann, some members of the committee 
will conduct ‘‘on site’’ investigations of the finalists’ school districts 
during the next two weeks. Offers to candidates will be made during the 
week of April 12. The committee has not decided whether to conduct se- 
cond interviews. 


The offer is expected to be in the form of a three-year contract with 
no “rollover clause’’ (or automatic extension of the contract if no 
notification is given). The salary range for the position was voted 
previously and was set at $48,000 to $58,000. 

Superintendent Fink currently earns $53,900 a year.

‘We certainly should be over 
500,"" says Rezzuti, who was 
thinking even Suburban cham- 
pionship until two costly injuries 
dashed those dreams.

plains Apotheker, who with Jako searched around the world for cost ef- 
ficient and quality optics, shunning anything that seemed too expensive 
or impractical, according to Apotheker 

The search was long and costly. Apotheker provided much of the fun 
ding which ran, he says, into “thousands and thousands of dollars.’ 
Both Apotheker and Jako spent about 3000 hours each, or most nights 
until midnight and every weekend for four years in search of an ap- 
propriate instrument 

We set out to do it on our own,’’ says Apotheker, an assistant pro- 
fessor at Harvard University Dental School. However during a 1980 
Science convention in New Orleans, the DentiScope sparked the in 
terest of the Chayes Virginia Inc., who then began funding the project 
Under their direction, the final product was developed and completed 
in 1981 

Apotheker, a 1975 graduate of Tufts University Dental School, is now 
using the instrument for his private practice at the Prudential Center 
in Boston. Apthoker is also using the microscope to teach dental 
students at Harvard 

“It will be a very big thing in dental education,” explains Apotheker 
The instrument also features a television screen so that patients or den- 
tal students can see exactly what the dentist is doing. A videotaping op 
tion is also available. 

“The dentist doesn't need the TV," notes Apotheker. The dental 
microscope costs $3,600, though the TV and camera boost the cost to 
$14,000. 

Still, the same basic benefits exist for dentists using the microscope 
without the camera and TV. ‘‘A dentist can work for hours without ey: 
neck or back strain,” explains Apotheker. Also, the fiber optics provide 
bright, direct light for the dentist looking into the microscope without 
subjecting the patient to harsh lights. And the magnification allows 
dentists to do better work on serious dental problems. 

Though the DentiScope is completed, Apotheker still spends more 
time in dental research than in private practice, which includes an of 
fice in Lynn. “I spend most of my time working on things for den 
tistry,”’ notes Apotheker. ‘I was always concerned with the betterment 
of dental care.”’ 

His interest in science was shaped while attending Boston Latin High 
School. “I started with biolog, s Apotheker, “But I always liked 
to be independent, and dentistry is an independent profession.” 

“T always admired dentists, because dentistry ,’’ explains Apotheker, 
“is a science and an art.”

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Clark pushes ‘tough’ discipline 


NEWTON School 
superintendent candidate Dr 
Percy Clark, Jr., said Saturday he 
places priority on teacher evalua- 
tions, the definition of goals and 
on “‘tough”’ discipline 

“We are tough. There is no 
other way to describe it,’’ Clark 
said of discipline in the Shaker 
Heights, Ohio, school system 
where he has been assistant 
superintendent since 1978. “We 
will not tolerate one student tak- 
ing advantage of another student 
or chaos in the learning environ- 
ment.” 

Clark said suspension and ex- 
pulsion are some disciplinary ac- 
tions taken and that ‘‘graffiti...is 
removed the moment it appears.”’ 
In some cases, Clark said parents 
of students responsible for van- 
dalism have been taken to court to 
recover for the damage as one ap- 
proach which gets the parents’ 
“attention.” 

One new program which Clark 
has worked to implement both in 
Shaker Heights and in 
Kalamazoo, Mich., where he was 
director of student services for six 
years, is a formal evaluation pro- 
cess for both staff and cur- 
riculum. 

For staff, Clark said the evalua- 
tion consists of three phases: 1) a 


pre-conference period between 
the evaluator and the teacher to 
discuss priorities and expecta- 
tions; 2) six visits by an ad 
ministrator to the teacher's 
classroom; and 3) the formal 
evaluation when, if any 
weaknesses are found, the 
teacher is directed to certain 
staff-development and training 
programs 

For curriculum, Clark said, 
“Every program is evaluated ac- 
cording to the objectives stated 
for the program.” 

Clark said that he worked to 
develop a “block support system” 
for the Shaker Heights schools 
where there is at least one 
representative to the schools in 
every block. “This has worked 
very effectively in terms of 
building support,”’ he said. 

According to Clark, his 
management style is ‘“‘based on 
the participatory system.” 

“T definitely believe in 
establishing goals not only for my 
staff, but for myself. There's 
usually a ripple effect,’’ he said 
“I try to encourage people in 
terms of achievement. I've found 
process is sometimes more im- 
portant than the actual ac- 
complishment of a goal.” 

Clark also advocates that 




















school system in times of tight 
budgets not only make reductions, 
but find ways to ‘generate in- 
come." 

“T think the function of a school 
district is to remain vital and not 
just to dismantle to zero,’ he 
stressed 

He said last year $110,000 was 
saved by Shaker Heights from the 
“joint buying’ of supplies with 
other school districts. Also, in the 
area of substitute days, Clark 
said, teacher absenteeism has 
been reduced by giving teachers 
an incentive; money saved in 
terms of substitute pay reverts 
back to their school building for 
supplies for the children. 

Money was made, over $200,000 
according to Clark, through 
“keeping the schools’ computers 
running 24 hours a day."’ There is 
also a Shaker Heights Foundation 
where people can donate money to 
their own school district, an idea 
which Clark said “has caught on” 
but is not without problems and 
possibly legal ramifications 

Prior to working as director of 
student services for the 
Kalamazoo public schools in 
Michigan from 1972 to 1978, Clark 
was an elementary school prin- 
cipal there beginning in 1969

Earhart favors defined priorities 


NEWTON — A school system 
should clearly define certain 
priorities rather than set out to 
fulfill all of society’s needs, and 
then it will succeed at doing some 
things very well, according to 
school superindendent candidate 
Troy Earhart. 

Because there is a serious lack 
of money due to loss of fiscal 
autonomy under Proposition 2%, 
a school system needs ‘‘to look at 
doing fewer things and doing 
them well,’ explained Earhart, 
currently Superindendent of Fox- 
boro Public Schools. ‘‘Don't try to 
do so much that you don’t do 
anything well. We have to be 
strong enough to say we can’t do 
everything,” said Earhart. 

Foremost, the school system’s 
obligation is the education of 
children, and not programs, such 
as adult education, said Earhart 
Thursday night during the 
Newton School Committee's fifth 
interview of superindendent can- 
didates. 

Earhart also said schools need 
to look at creative ways to cut 
back. The ways in which Earhart, 
Foxboro superintendent since 
1973, would make budget cuts in- 
clude retirement incentives and 
liberal leave policies for staff, dif- 








ferential staffing, job sharing and 
part time work. 

Looking at creative ways in- 
crease school revenue, Earhart 
stated, ‘We need to consider 
which programs can become self- 
supporting.” Earhart noted hot 
school lunches and continuing 
education as programs that could 
be supported by fees. He sug- 
gested renting school building as 
a good way to generate money. 

In Foxboro, the former high 
school is used partly for ad- 
ministrative offices while the rest 
of the structure is rented by the 
Kennedy Center for Handicapped 
Students and the Foxboro Com- 
pany, Earhart explained. 

Earhart, a Medfield resident, 
received his Master of Education 
and Doctor of Education degrees 
from Harvard University. A 1955 
graduate of the University of Cin- 
cinnati, Earhart concentrated on 
health, physical science, 
mathematics and sociology. 

He spent 16 years in the Dade 
County, Florida school system as 
a teacher, assistant principal 
director of curriculum projects 
and as director of program plann- 
ing and developemnt for the en- 
tire system. 

As a superintendent, Earhart 








said he advocates and practices 
regular and planned meetings 
with other adminstrators. Two 
meetings a month are held with 
principals and himself in Fox- 
boro, he said. 

As superintendent, Earhart 
said he wants to spend 40-50 per- 
cent of his time in the schools, but 
lost much of support staff through 
Propostion 242 and is unable to 
spend as much time as he would 
like inside classrooms. 

“IT went into this profession 
because I like kids and I still like 
kids,”’ said Earhart. 

On the issue of individual 
schools’ autonomy versus central 
control, Earhart stated, ‘‘I’m an 
advocate of school-based manage- 
ment,” noting, though, that each 
school should be allowed some 
flexibility so long as it recognizes 
and enforces district goals. 

During his two-hour interview, 
Earhart stressed that he did not 
want to sound overly simplistic 
when he said that clearly defined 
expectations, sound reasoning 
and dialogue among all school 
personnel are the ways to suc- 
cessfully deal with most school 
issues.

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Strand eyes strong management 





YEWTON Dr. John M 
Strand, the last semi-finalist 
superintendent candidate to be in 
terviewed by the School Commit 
tee, said Sunday that as 
superintendent of the Pelham, 
N.Y., public schools, he has im 
proved ‘‘what was already an ex 
cellent school system." 

Strand, who has been 
superintendent in Pelham since 
1977, said during the public inter 
view at F.A. Day Junior High that 
he generally believes in a ‘‘strong 
management system’ and in 
“holding people accountable.” 

In New York, school depart 
ments have fiscal autonomy, but 
budgets must be passed by a ma- 
jority referendum vote, ‘About 
two-thirds of our registered voters 
don’t have any children in the 
schools,"’ Strand said, so building 
public support and “campaigning 
for the budget” is a priority 

“We say ‘the community’ or 
‘the public’. I think it’s wrong to 
assume that there is one public or 
one community rand said 

He said Pelham has ‘‘more than 
one strategy” for developing sup- 
port for the school budget, in 
cluding targeting ‘“‘other govern- 
mental bodies.’’ He said he also 
goes to neighborhood associations 
“on their own turf’’ and especially 

















groups which might oppose the 
budget 

Needs assessment” meetings 
are held each autumn with 
parents and school staff, said 
Strand. He said the meetings are 
specifically designed to elicit 
criticism about problems 
determine what needs to be 
proved.” 

From the outcome of these 
meetings, certain areas for im- 
provement are targeted, During 
the second half of the year, ‘‘the 
professionals’’ — teachers and ad 
ministrators plan these im 
provements 

‘What we try to do is establish 
very clear directives on the part 
of the superintendent and the 
school board,” Strand said

According to Strand, Pelham 
also has a performance pay 
system" which is a system of 


rating administrators based upon 
written evaluation by the 
superintendent and = assistant 
superintendent of administrators 
Strand said that written into the 
contract for administrators is a 
minimum of a 4-percent salary in 
crease and a maximum of 11 per- 
cent 

One program Strand is proud of 
is a new high school he helped 
start in New York. He was the 


first director of a career- 
education high school, the 
Satellite Academies Program, 


which had 600 students. He also 
hired its 50 staff members 


‘It was a very comprehensive 


opportunity to start a school,” 
Strand said 
The school was mainly for 


students who were potential high 
school dropouts or had already 
quit school. ‘I'm quite proud of 
that program,” he said. ‘“‘It is to- 
day a permanent high school and 
more than 1,000 students have 
graduated." 

Strand said that, based on that 
experience, his first full-time 
position as an administrator, and 
on his years of experience since 
then, ‘‘the single biggest lesson 
I've learned” is ‘not to hire peo- 
ple just like me." 

He added that it was more im- 
portant ‘‘to be able to recognize 
the ability to get things ac- 
complished and focus on that’ 
than ‘‘to get sidetracked on per- 
sonality or style.” 

Before becoming superinten- 
dent of the Pelham schools, 
Strand was for one year the assis 
tant superintendent of that school 
system

Holland favors variety in system 


NEWTON William R 
Holland, candidate for 
superindendent of Newton Public 
Schools, last night said that a 
school system should offer a 
variety of learning programs, 
particularly ina city as diverse as 
Newton. 

“T feel that in a school there has 
to be alternatives,”’ said Holland. 
“The strict, traditional methods 
may not work for some kids.”’ 

Holland, the fourth candidate to 
be interviewed for the position, 

yas questioned at the F.A. Day 
Junior High School by the Newton 
School Committee and Mayor 
Theodore Mann. 

Presently the Superindendent of 
Public Schools in Narragansett, 
Rhode Island, Holland said that 
among the most succ ul learn- 
ing programs initiated into the 
Narragansett school system is 
one designed for gifted children. 
Since he became superindendent 
in 1978, computer science, ex- 
panded language instruction, and 
a special calculus course have 
been added to the system, Holland 
said. 

Holland noted the ‘master 
skills’ program when asked to 
describe learning approaches that 
he favors. The master skills pro- 




















gram is a systematic approach to 
instruction which stresses that 
virtually all children can master 
certain basic skills. 

However, Holland also noted 
that in a diverse city, alternative 
learning programs must be 
available 

A School Committee member 
also ed Holland for his views 
on research which concludes that 
teacher expectations have a 
greater effect on a child's educa- 
tion than socio-economic level. 
Holland responded that what a 
child learns outside of school also 
has an effect on his performance 
in school. ‘‘We have to accept the 
fact that there are cultural factors 
that effect a child’s verbal per- 
formance,”’ Holland said. Holland 
added that a teacher's attitude 
should be questioned during 
regular evaluations. 

Holland, when asked how he 
would gather support for public 
school education, particularly 
here in Newton where the majori- 
ty of residents supporting the 
schools do not have children in the 
ystem, responded that, ‘‘Eroding 
pport of public school education 
is a problem and will continue to 
be a problem throughout the 
80's." Holland suggested building 















the confidence of school personel 
and students because public sup- 
port can not be maintained unless 
those working within the sy: 
feel good about the 
Holland also suggested surveying 
the public’s attitude toward its 
schools. 

Some School Committee 
members snickered when Holland 
noted the city lunch program and 
union contracts as two areas he 
would look at for budget reduc- 
tions. Committee Member Susan 
Silbey, after the questioning 
period, told Holland that the 
members were snickering 
because the School Committee 
had also tried to save money in 
those areas. 

Holland, when asked what he 
would look for in an elementary 
school classroom, said he would 
look for classroom management, 
learning objectives, a sense of 
order, a rich rather than sterile 
environment, and student interac- 
tion. 

Holland received his Masters 
Degree in Education in 1961 from 
the University of Massachusetts 
and in Ed.D. in Educational Ad- 
ministration in 1970 from Boston 
University.

‘Concern’ on possible cuts 
voiced at aldermanic session

NEWTON Tension between 
the ‘‘city side’’ and ‘‘school side" 
budgets arose last week when 
members of a pro-education lobby 
in Newton sounded out the Alder- 
manic Human Services Commit- 
tee on the $39.2 million school 
budget 


Although the budget has not yet 
been submitted to Human Ser- 
vices, CONCERN, a six-year-old 
liberal organization, asked to 
meet with the committee to state 
fears of the impact upon educa- 
tion of any cuts in the proposed 
school budget 

We recognize that you have a 
very difficult task ahead of you,” 
Jennifer Huntington of CON- 
CERN said 

But, she said, if any cuts were 
made to the school budget, ‘‘they 
would result in more loss of pro- 
grams and perhaps higher pupil- 
teacher ratios.” 

When asked by Human Services 
Chairman Rodney Barker what 
specific programs would be lost if 
s were made, a member of 
, Lois Oxman, would 
not answer, but responded, ‘‘Ob- 
viously, that’s a fishing question, 
Rodney.” 

While Mayor Theodore Mann 
had originally asked all depart- 
ments for budget cuts of 4.5 per- 
cent, the final budget passed by 
the School Committee Mond. 
night called for an increase of 3. 
percent. Mayor Mann abstained 
from the vote.

Nonetheless, Bullwinkle told the 
members of CONCERN and three 
School Committee members in at- 
tendance that aldermen are faced 
with “competing goods.”
